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Arson could increase in current climate 


BUSINESSES could become 
targets for arson attacks 
because of the tightening 
economy, one of Kent’s 
largest independent insur¬ 
ance brokers has warned. 

Home Office figures show recorded 
incidents of arson in Kent fell by 16 
per cent between 2006/7 and 2007/8, 
but Otford-based Belmont Inter¬ 
national said that could change. 

David Armstrong, associate director, 
said: “History has shown that when 
the business environment gets hard¬ 
er, the incidence of arson rises, 
whether at the hands of desperate 
business owners or former employees. 

“Many successful businesses can 
also find themselves affected by 
attacks on nearby premises, whether 
by the fire or by efforts to put it out 
resulting in water damage. 

“Each business is different and it is 
no good having off-the-shelf protection 
and being under-prepared. It is vital 
businesses have the right cover, such 
as business interruption insurance.” 

Business owners can also take a 
number of steps themselves to reduce 
the risk of being a victim of an arson 
attack. For example, strengthen def¬ 
ences, report even small fires to police 
and fire brigade because they could be

a warning of worse to come, and warn 
staff to challenge anyone who should 
not be on the premises and to report 
any suspicious activities. 

Also, ensure fire equipment, such as 
extinguishers, is in working order and 
protected against sabotage, and at the 
end of each day check doors and win¬ 
dows are secure and no combustible 
material is left lying around. 

Insurance broker Smart and Cook, 


which has a branch in West Wickham, 
Bromley, said there were 2,367 fires in 
non-residential buildings in London 
last year - a large percentage in the 
late summer. So the broker is warning 
businesses to review fire safety proce¬ 
dures and ensure there is always 
cover for a fire warden. 

The firm said the Regulatory 
Reform (Fire Safety) Order, which 
came into force on October 1, 2006, 
has had a major impact on the 
enforcement of fire safety, and bosses 
or a nominated person must guaran¬ 
tee the existence of precautions for 
protecting people from fire. 

Group marketing director Peter 
Castle said: “There should be several 
competent people, with employers 
ensuring there is always at least one 
in the workplace.” 

Apart from the obvious economic 
dangers of fire to a business - such as 
its chances of survival and law suits - 
directors failing to comply with legis¬ 
lation might be personally liable to 
civil and criminal action. 

Mr Castle added: “With so much at 
stake, not to mention the moral duty 
of care, this is an issue employers sim¬ 
ply can’t afford to ignore.”

One in a million 


A PROPERTY tycoon from Kent 
has talked about appearing on a 
TV programme on wealthy bene¬ 
factors who want to change the 
lives of others for the better. 

Daniel Smith, from Wilmington, near 
Dartford, is on Channel 4’s hit show The 
Secret Millionaire on Tuesday. 

He contacted the show after an eye-opening 
two hours with a homeless girl in London’s 
Soho, listening to her terrifying story. 

Mr Smith then spent 10 days undercover 
with the homeless and deprived around the 
Elephant and Castle area of the capital 
before handing over cash to those he believed 
deserved the most help. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I was horrified at 
the way some people live. 

“There are always going to be people who 
don’t want to live what many consider a nor¬ 
mal life, by staying on the streets, and I met 
some who had lived that way for 30 years and 
had no intention of changing. But for every

one of those, there are many more who are 
desperate to get back on the rails and those 
are the people I wanted to help. 

‘What is shocking though is the sheer scale 
of the problem. Government must do more to 
help these people. They often find themselves 
in positions of complete helplessness because 
there isn’t any help for them.” 

Slums 

Hostels are all very well, but they have no 
chance of helping all those who need it, said 
the 26-year-old. And many who do have some 
sort of shelter find they are worse than slums. 

Mr Smith said: “What sort of country can 
let their people live like this? It is like there is 
another London inside London, away from all 
the bright lights. 

“I had no idea how bad it was until I lived 
with these people for 10 days. Some people 
have no access to water, let alone hot water, 


and of course no goodies like televisions.” 

The philanthropist helped turn his family 
business around from the age of 15 and now 
owns several residential and commercial 
properties as well as a storage business. He 
became a millionaire at 23. 

He said: “My interest in this started when I 
got talking to a homeless girl last year. I 
bought her breakfast and we chatted for a 
couple of hours about her life. I decided then 
that I wanted to do something and was 
already aware of the Channel 4 show. 

“I was delighted when they gave me a 
chance to do a little something and give some¬ 
one a chance to make a better life. 

“What does upset me is that I can’t help 
everyone - that really is a matter for govern¬ 
ment, no matter which colour it is.” 

A Channel 4 spokesman said: “Daniel was 
brilliant and was upset that he could not help 
everyone he met - that is always the hardest 
part of this show”

Wasted money fuels special measures 


A SENIOR policeman has revealed Kent 
Police had to introduce special measures 
after officers caused tens of thousands of 
pounds of damage by putting the wrong fuel 
into force vehicles, writes Jamie McGinnes. 

Figures given to Kent on Sunday following 
a Freedom of Information request showed 
nearly £49,000 of damage was caused to 
police vehicles by ‘mis-fuelling’ in the last five 
years. 

There were 274 incidents of police putting 
diesel into petrol vehicles and vice versa from 
2003 to this year. In the year 2005/6, the dam¬ 


age caused by 74 incidents cost £14,596.72. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
said steps have been taken to tackle the prob¬ 
lem: “In 2006, Kent Police put in place a num¬ 
ber of measures to prevent mis-fuelling. 
These included placing yellow diesel stickers 
and green unleaded stickers next to the fuel 
flap and installing an electronic diesel warn¬ 
ing system that reminds the driver what type 
of fuel is needed. Since then, the number has 
dropped significantly.” 

In 2007/8, mis-fuelling cost our police 
£6,524.27. There were 35 incidents, with the 


most, seven, in south Kent, costing £1,326.94. 

Mark Wallace, from the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, said he was dismayed by the figures: 
“This is a staggering amount of money to 
waste through such a basic error. 

“The police often make it clear they feel 
under-funded. One way to divert more money 
to officers on the frontline would be to stop 
damaging police cars with bungles like this.” 

Officers who put the wrong fuel into vehi¬ 
cles are given ‘guidance’ by their manager. 
Any found to be mis-fuelling on purpose face 
disciplinary action.

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Whiff of a scandal 
over Boris speech 

Pina pona inventor’s relative 
kicks up a stink over remarks

THE great grandson of the man 
who invented ping pong has 
blasted London Mayor Boris 
Johnson for making incorrect 
statements about the sport’s 
history. 

Joe Jaques, from Edenbridge, claims Mr 
Johnson did not carry out enough research 
before speaking at a ceremony to mark 
the handover of the Olympic flag from 
Beijing to London. 

Comments made about the origins of table 
tennis were of particular annoyance to Mr 
Jaques, who is the commercial director of 
the world’s oldest sports and games manu¬ 
facturer, Jaques of London. 

Towards the end of a rousing speech, Mr 
Johnson said: “Ping pong was invented on 
the dining tables of England in the 19th 
century and it was called whiff whaff. 

“There you have the essential difference 
between us and the rest of the world. 

“The French might look at a dining table 
and see an opportunity to eat. We looked 
at it and saw the opportunity to play whiff 
whaff.” 

Established by Thomas Jaques in 1795, 
Jaques of London is credited with inventing 
numerous world-famous games over the 
years, including snakes and ladders and 
tiddlywinks. 

It also created the Staunton 
chess set and therefore p] 
ing pieces such as the 
rook and knight. 

In 1901, John A 
Jaques III revived the 
old English parlour ^ 
game gossima and ™ 



patented the name ping pong after introduc¬ 
ing an easier-to-control plastic ball. 

According to his great grandson, whiff 
whaff was a cheap imitation released about 
a year later. 

He said: “I watched Mr Johnson’s speech 
on television and I was appalled. It looked 
like he had carried out some research but 
not quite enough. 

“It’s criminal really and you would have 
thought he would be better-informed. 

“What he said is like saying the English 
invented the Hoover but at the time it was 
called a Dyson. Mr Hoover would be furious, 
just as my family is about this mistake.” 

Members of the Chinese press were upset 
with Mr Johnson’s demeanour during the 
handover ceremony, as he accepted the 
Olympic flag with one hand, frequently 
placed his hands in his pockets and did 
not button up his jacket. 

His speech ended with the line: 

_ “I say to the Chinese 
and the rest of the 
world that ping 
pong is coming 
home, athletics 
is coming home 
and sport is 
coming home.” 



Council moves to justify 
£12,400 trip to Beijing 


COUNCIL chiefs splurged £12,400 of 
taxpayers’ money on an eight-day jaunt 
to the Beijing Olympic Games, writes 
Simon Robinson. 

Medway 2012 deputy manager Helen 
Cockersole flew out to Macau to promote the 
towns’ pre-games training camp facilities. 

During the £1,370 per day trip, she also 
rubbed shoulders with Olympics minister 
Tessa Jowell and Lord Sebastian Coe at a 
special reception organised by the London 
2012 team to launch the official guide to 
the approved UK training centres. 

The eight-day tour - entirely funded by 
council taxpayers - comes despite cutbacks 
across key services, most notably in 
Medway’s leisure and sport centres, adult 
education and creche facilities. 

A council spokesman defended the 
Beijing beano, saying: “Helen participated 
in a visit organised by Visit Britain and the 
British Olympic Association for representa¬ 
tives from the nations and regions of the 
UK who are working to bring about bene¬ 
fits to their areas from 2012. 

“The primary purpose of the trip was to 


promote Medway’s pre-games training 
camp facilities to National Olympic 
Committees who are considering training 
in the UK ahead of the 2012 Games, as 
well as to promote Medway as a visitor 
and sporting destination for the games and 
more generally. 

“As part of the package, she attended a 
special reception to launch the official 
guide to the approved UK training camp 
facilities, which include five Medway facili¬ 
ties covering 16 Olympic sports, with 13 at 
Medway Park alone. 

“Helen also visited the Team GB prepara¬ 
tion camp in Macau to see first hand what 
is involved in hosting a training camp, and 
represented Medway at an event for the 
Chinese travel trade and media event. 

“The trip also provided an opportunity to 
raise Medway’s profile amongst some of the 
country’s major sports destinations and to 
network with important figures in UK 
sport and tourism.” 

Ms Cockersole flew out to Macau on 
Saturday, August 9 and returned from 
Beijing on Sunday, August 17.

Mr Jaques said he found Mr Johnson’s 
comments disrespectful. 

He added: “His speech was hugely patron¬ 
ising about the national sport of China. He 
suggested it was just an after-dinner pas¬ 
time when it is also now a hugely competi¬ 
tive sport in our country as well. 

“If the mayor is so concerned with the his¬ 
tory of the sport, then why has nobody from 
his office approached the originators and 
only UK makers of the sport (Jaques of 
London) and asked about tables for the 
Olympics yet?” 

Mr Jaques said he emailed Mr Johnson’s 
office with a list of his grievances but had not 
received a reply. 

When contacted by Kent on Sunday, Mr 
Johnson remained defiant about his speech. 
He said: “I stand by my assertion that whiff 
whaff and ping pong are one and the same 
thing, with the ‘w hi f f s’ predating the ‘pongs’. 

“Regardless of semantics though, it is a 
sport of which we should be proud and I look 
forward to watching it in 2012.”

Court for power 
station protesters 

SIX environmental activists are to appear in 
court tomorrow after they climbed a smoke¬ 
stack more than 650ft high at Kingsnorth 
power station.

The defendants are Tim Hewke, 48, from 
Ulcombe, near Maidstone, Ben Stewart, 34, 
from Lyminge, near Folkestone, Huw 
Williams, 41, from Nottingham, Kevin Drake, 
44, from Wiltshire, Will Rose, 29, from London, 
and Emily Hall, 34, from New Zealand. 

Kent Crown Prosecution Service said the 
trial was expected to last eight days. 

Bridge fall horror 
leaves man dead 

A MAN was killed when he fell from a 
bridge and hit a white Ford Transit van on 
the way down. 

Motorists looked on in horror as the 45-year- 
old plummeted from the crossing on the A2 at 
Wincheap, Canterbury, on Thursday. 

The road was closed for two hours while 
police interviewed witnesses and inspected the 
area, causing huge tailbacks. 

Officers have ruled out any suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances and say they are not looking for 
anyone in connection with the man’s death. 

Cabinet shake-up 
at County Hall 

KENT County Council’s cabinet has been 
reshuffled following the resignation of two of 
its members. 

Cllr Chris Wells and Cllr Roger Gough both 
stepped down to concentrate on other political 
areas. 

As a result, Cllr Leyland Ridings has been 
named the new cabinet member for children, 
families and education, while Cllr Kevin 
Lynes will be in charge of regeneration. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens will head up Kent 
Adult Social Services, and Cllr Alan Marsh 
will look after public health.

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Kicking up a fuss 
over brave police

BRAVE female police officers 
who were kicked and punched as 
they tried to protect two assault 
victims were among those hon¬ 
oured at an awards ceremony. 

Medway colleagues PC Rebecca Greaves 
and PC Natalie Guest suffered serious 
injuries when they were attacked by three 
men in Rochester, in December 2006. 

On Wednesday they were among more 
than 40 to receive praise from Chief 
Constable Michael Fuller, at Kent Police 
College in Maidstone. 

He said: “These two officers are the embod¬ 
iment of a police constable and showed 
immense courage when faced with a violent 
situation, doing all they could to protect the 
lives of two members of the community. 

“PC Greaves and PC Guest are to be con¬ 
gratulated and commended for their 
courage and professionalism.” 

Also among the recipients was PC Adam 
Spain, who stepped into a superior officer’s 
shoes to co-ordinate his colleagues following 
one of the biggest pile-ups in Kent Police his¬ 
tory. 

The June 2007 crash on the A20 between 
Folkestone and Dover affected more than

140 vehicles, and resulted in one death and 
11 casualties. 

PC Spain volunteered to step in for the 
sergeant of the force’s roads policing unit, 
who had been injured in a previous accident, 
and acted as ground commander for more 
than nine hours. 

Mr Fuller said he was inspired by the 
actions of officers such as PC Spain. 

He added: “Day in and day out our officers 
and staff demonstrate dedication to serving 
people across Kent and Medway, often 
beyond the call of duty. 

“I never fail to be inspired by the selfless¬ 
ness shown by the winners of these awards 
and it gives me enormous pride to thank 
those receiving them, not only on behalf of 


the force, but also on behalf of the wider 
community. 

“The individuals receiving these commen¬ 
dations should be rightly proud of what they 
have achieved and accept them in the 
knowledge that the force is equally proud of 
them.” 

Police officers were not the only people 
honoured at the ceremony, as praise was 
given to 999 operator Kayleigh Archer. 

She received a call from a Chilham man 
who had shot and killed an intruder at his 
home, and appeared to be hysterical and sui¬ 
cidal. 

But Mrs Archer was able to keep him and 
other occupants of the house, including a 
teenage girl, calm until armed police were 
able to intervene. 

Awards were also given to police staff 
employee Malcolm Williams, Det Con Paul 
Goddard and Det Insp Andrea Bishop for 
their work investigating a series of rob¬ 
beries. 

One such incident resulted in one of the 
robbers shooting at armed police upon leav¬ 
ing a bank in New Romney, but they fired 
back and killed him. 

His three accomplices were later jailed for 
between 10 and 17 years each. 

Judge Philip Statman said at the time: 
‘We in Kent are fortunate in the quality of 
our police officers. This was clearly a skilful 
investigation and it was good to see good old- 
fashioned policing working.” 


Traffic police go 
across Channel 

KENT Police officers crossed the Channel to 
help their French counterparts catch speeding 
British motorists. 

Three force members - two traffic officers 
and a French linguist from their European 
liaison unit - took part in the operation last 
weekend, and were based mostly at motorway 
tolls and service stations south of Calais. 

Vehicles pulled over were also checked to see 
if they were roadworthy, and motorists were 
asked to produce driving documents. 

Two hundred high visibility vests were also 
distributed, as it is illegal to travel without one 
in France. 

Roscoe Walford, Kent Police’s roads policing 
chief executive, said: We can always learn 
something from our colleagues across local, 
regional and national borders, and they can 
learn from us.” 

French police officers will take part in a sim¬ 
ilar operation in Kent next month.

A FLOCK of sheep was due to be 
herded across London Bridge this 
morning to raise awareness of two 
Kent charities. 

Save Canterbury Cathedral and Produced 
in Kent should both benefit from the stunt, 
which was the brainchild of the county’s for¬ 
mer High Sheriff, Amanda Cottrell. 

Due to join her on the 7am walk were 
celebrity chef Gary Rhodes, television histo¬ 
rian Dr David Starkey and Princess 
Margaret’s son, Viscount Linley. 

Mrs Cottrell was exercising a centuries-old 
privilege afforded to her as a freeman of the 
city of London in driving sheep across 
London Bridge. 

Before the event, she said: “We hope to

receive national coverage and that there will 
be lots of people there for us to talk to. We 
will be wearing tops with the charities’ 
names on and the sheep will probably be 
leading us in all sorts of directions, so people 
will certainly be able to see them. 

“As patron of Produced in Kent and trustee 
of Canterbury Cathedral, I feel both of these 
issues have enormous national importance. 

“This is a unique and, I hope, effective way 
to raise the profile of both.” 

Although the privilege dates back to the 
13th century, Mrs Cottrell said these days 
police prefer it if sheep journeys across 


London Bridge are kept to a minimum. 

She added: “It has taken a lot of planning 
and it is a privilege that the police have been 
so good to allow us to do this. 

“It has to be early on a Sunday morning 
because not many people are up and about 
then. We’ll also have to keep hold of the 
sheep at all times so they do not become 
scared and jump into the Thames for a 
swim.” 

The six sheep due to be led across London 
Bridge were Romney rams provided by Alan 
West of the Romney Sheep Breeders’ Society. 

Mrs Cottrell said she came up with the 
idea because she wanted the two charities to 
receive national attention. 

She said: “Produced in Kent aims to 
encourage people to source food locally. As a 
farmer’s daughter, that is something I feel 


very strongly about. 

“As for Canterbury Cathedral, I was not a 
frequent visitor before because I am Roman 
Catholic. But as High Sheriff I spent a lot of 
time there for functions and fell in love with 
it. They need £50 million to conserve it and I 
think it is the responsibility of everybody in 
the country to help, not just the people of 
Kent.” 

Mrs Cottrell added that she invited her 
three companions personally. 

She said: “I asked Gary because he’s a Kent 
boy and is a great promoter of local food, so it 
was very important that he was on board. 

“Viscount Linley had lunch with the 
trustees of the cathedral recently and was 
very interested and supportive of the cam¬ 
paign, and Dr Starkey lives in Kent and has 
an obvious affection for the cathedral.”

FOUR Iberian wolf cubs 
born at a wild animal park 
in Kent have finally shown 
their faces to visitors three 
months after their birth. 

Jim Vassie, head of carnivores at 
Howletts, near Canterbury, said the 
animals are shy by nature and new¬ 
borns are protected by their family 
while they adapt to their new sur¬ 
roundings. 

“Howletts has only recently started 
keeping Iberian wolves and since the 
arrival of a pair from a Spanish zoo 
in 2006, we have had two successful 
litters with a 100 per cent survival 
rate,” he said. 

The zoo now has one male and 
three female pups to add to the pack 
of nine wolves, which are a sub¬ 
species of grey wolf that live in the 
plains and forests of northern 
Portugal and northwest Spain.

Mr Vassie said: “The Iberian wolf is 
classified as lower risk [by the 
International Union for Conservation 
of Nature] but there are only 2,000 
wolves present in the Iberian 
Peninsula, 300 of which roam Portugal. 

“Hunting, although banned in 
Portugal, is still permitted in parts of 
Spain. In addition to persecution 
from humans there is a continuing 
degradation of their natural habitat, 
a reduction in the population of 
species that they prey upon, and 
problems associated with increasing 
numbers of feral dogs that compete 
for food.” 

Iberian wolves are similar in 
appearance to the Eurasian wolf but 
have thinner builds, white marks on 
their upper lips, dark marks on their 


tails and a pair of dark marks on 
their front legs, he said. 

The wolves live in small packs and 
feed mostly on wild boar, rabbits, roe 
deer, red deer and ibex. 

Their taste for domestic animals 
such as sheep and calves has put 
them in direct conflict farmers and 
has led to widespread culling in 
the past. 

Until the 1900s the species roamed 
across the majority of the Iberian 
Peninsula, but the Francoist govern¬ 
ment began an extermination cam¬ 
paign during the 1950s and 60s that 
wiped out the animals across Spain 
apart from the northwest of the 
country and parts of Sierra Morena. 

Now, Spanish naturalists and con¬ 
servationists are calling for hunting 
to be banned and for indigenous 
wolves to be protected.

History resurfaces as two-part BBC show takes fascinating 


Old Father Thames 
dredges up the past

REMNANTS of Britain’s naval his¬ 
tory have resurfaced in the form of 
shipwrecks recovered off the Kent 
coast. 

Seven vessels have been raised from the 
depths of the Thames estuary as a result of a 
dredging operation ordered by the London Port 
Authority, which is deepening the shipping 
channel to allow larger boats to reach the cap¬ 
ital. 

Among them is HMS London, which was 
built at Chatham dockyard in 1654 but explod¬ 
ed in waters between the Isle of Grain and 
Southend just nine years later. 

The ship was carrying 14 tons of gunpowder 
and it is thought the blast may have been ignit¬ 
ed by a candle held by a crewman. 

Further insights into each of the sunken ves¬ 
sels were given on Thames Shipwrecks: A Race 
Against Time, the first episode of which was 
screened on BBC2 on Tuesday. 

As vice-president of the Medway Queen 
Preservation Society, Noreen Chambers had a 
particular interest in the programme. 

She said: “There is something romantic about

shipwrecks and they often preserve all sorts of 
things our ancestors used hundreds of years 
ago. 

“Artefacts such as cutlery and pots and pans 
are sometimes found, and it makes you realise 
we haven’t really changed that much. 

“It’s important to remember all aspects of 
history because we are what we are because of 
what happened before - and we can learn from 
our mistakes.” 

Mrs Chambers, whose husband John works 
in the library at the Historic Dockyard, said

she would have liked to have seen the wrecks 
uncovered earlier. 

She said: “It sounds like something they’ve 
just thought of doing, but all shipwrecks are 
charted so they could have done this years 
ago.” 

HMS London was one of the first ships of 
Charles II’s reformed Royal Navy, but not all 
the recovered vessels had such grand back¬ 
grounds. 

The so-called “pottery wreck” was a one-man 
boat used by shrimp fishermen in Gravesend, 
while the dredging also revealed a mystery 
wreck containing a jar of gin bearing the name 
of a Woolwich pub. 

However, others can rival the importance of 
HMS London, such as HMS Aisha and SS 
Letchworth. The former was a World War Two 


vessel controlled by a group of volunteers 
known as Dad’s Navy, which was sunk in 
October 1940 by a mine laid by a German sub¬ 
marine. 

SS Letchworth was not a warship but still 
played an important role by delivering coal to 
London’s power stations during the conflict, 
until it was bombed by the Luftwaffe off 
Southend pier. The final vessel recovered was 
the Dovenby, a ship that sank in 1914 while 
carrying 2,575 tons of bird droppings - used in 
the manufacture of explosives.

FOUR research chemists who undertook 
groundbreaking work on a new HIV medicine 
have been given world recognition by becom¬ 
ing Heroes of Chemistry. 

The four - who all worked at Pfizer’s 
European research and development head¬ 
quarters at Sandwich at the time - were the 
only non-Americans to receive the annual 
accolade from the American Chemical Society. 

Twenty-five scientists were inducted into 
the Heroes of Chemistry hall of fame this year 
as a mark of their work in chemistry and 
chemical engineering leading to innovation 
and the development of commercial products. 

The Pfizer team, who attended the event in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, were responsible 
for the Celsentri (maraviroc) treatment, which 
is the first new oral class of HIV medicines 
developed in the last ten years. 

They are: Tony Wood, 42, head of discovery 
chemistry; scientist Duncan Armour, 40; 
research project leader Blanda Stammen; and 
David Price, 37, director of chemistry, who is 
now based at Pfizer’s Groton Laboratories in 
the United States. 

The others are still based at Sandwich.

SOLDIERS from the Canterbury- 
based Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders (5 Scots) have given 
an insight into the “Wild West” 
territory where they are based in 
southern Afghanistan. 

Delta Company of the Argylls operate in the 
tinderbox of Musa Qala, a town to the north 
west of Helmand Province. It was fiercely 
fought over last year and the Afghan National 
Army (ANA), supported by the International 
Stabilisation Assistance Force (ISAF), finally 
made the Taliban leave in December. 

Life there is tough for the soldiers and the 
constant threat of attack is all around them, 
every minute of every day. 

Captain Stevie Rae, 39, spokesman for 5 
Scots, explained: “The area is extremely dan¬ 
gerous and can go from smiles and a wave to

extreme violence in less than a minute, so all 
the soldiers are switched on and prepared to 
react to any situation. 

“This is the Wild West and the further you go 
out from Musa Qala it is the rule of the gun 
that counts. The Taliban are here and are mak¬ 
ing themselves known with attacks on Afghan 
and British forces. 

“The area is, however, making slow but 
steady progress with a new school, new health 
centre, a new mosque, new roads and a busy

The battle for hearts 
and minds continues 


FIGHTING continues in 
Afghanistan seven years after an 
invasion to topple the Taliban 
regime. However, the emphasis 
has now shifted from destroying 
the insurgency to winning over 
everyday Afghans. 

That is why reconstructing 
Helmand Province is the number 
one priority of 16 Air Assault 
Brigade, according to Captain 
Martin Wilson, 41, of 23 Engineer 
Regiment (Air Assault). 

The father-of four from Dover 
said projects to build schools, hospi¬ 
tals and mosques were more 
important than combat missions. 

“Ultimately the brigade is here to 
work towards the reconstruction 
and development of the nation,” he 
said, speaking from the provincial 
capital of Lashkar Gah. 

“It’s in the mission statement 
for the commander. The whole 
reason we’re here is to deliver 
that on behalf of him.” 

Britain has spent a total of 
$19.5 million (about £10m) in the 
last 12 months on reconstruction 
projects in Helmand Province. A 
total of 10 schools (some built by 
the Danish), six mosques, nine

roads, four health clinics and hos¬ 
pitals and six police stations have 
been constructed in that time. 

On top of that, Royal Engineers 
have been mentoring Afghan con¬ 
struction firms on how to put for¬ 
ward better tenders so as to stimu¬ 
late the industry. 

‘We’ve got to a stage now where 
it’s beginning to blossom,” said 
Capt Wilson, who is married to 
childhood sweetheart Ann, also 
from Dover.

bazaar twice a week. There is also a cash for 
workers scheme, which the local community 
engage in for employment.” 

Capt Rae said the town has security check 
points all around it, manned by the Afghan 
National Police, who will stop and search 
vehicles. 

There is also a further security ring further 
out from the town of patrol bases. Further to 
the west is Forward Operating Base (FOB) 
Edinburgh. 

Home to Delta Company is a large com¬ 
pound called the District Centre (DC), which 
is heavily fortified and soldiers are constant¬ 
ly observing the area for signs of the Taliban. 

An old hotel is within the DC and the pre¬ 
vious occupants were the Taliban - their 
drawings and messages still adorn the walls 
and are on the ceiling. 

As with any other austere base, the living 
arrangements include sleeping in a mosqui¬ 
to net, no flushing toilets and a fine dust that 


that gets all over soldiers’ bodies, in weapons 
and equipment. 

The soldiers patrol, eat, do sentry duty and 
sleep in the dusty, extremely hot conditions. 

Capt Rae said: “Going on patrol into the 
Green Zone is as beautiful as it is dangerous. 
We call it the Green Zone because it is a che¬ 
quered mass of green fields and trees all 
close to the river. As you go further away 
from the river it becomes desert and there is 
no respite from the sun. 

Cover 

“Branching off from the river are irrigation 
ditches that provide rat runs for the Taliban 
and good cover from small arms fire, as well 
as water to feed the crops. The locals work to 
channel the water for their fields and keep 
their crops alive, sometimes working up to 16 
hours a day. The locals live a simple life and 
time passes slowly for them.” 

But he added: “They are well versed in con¬ 


flict and before something happens, women 
and children can be seen moving away from 
where the Taliban and ourselves converge. 
They will wait in a safe wadi and return once 
the fighting has finished, unfazed. 

“They stay in compounds which are made 
of baked mud and are incredibly tough, are 
about 10-foot high and two-foot thick. 
Contained within the compound will be a few 
mud-baked buildings, some livestock, possi¬ 
bly a tree and some flowers.” 

The main threats around the Musa Qala 
area is from the improvised explosive device 
(IED), as well as suicide bombers. The fanat¬ 
ics wear explosives belts or simply pack a 
vehicle full of explosives and drive it towards 
a patrol or base. 

The Argylls return from Afghanistan in 
September and October.

Pals mourn a true professional 


COLLEAGUES of a soldier killed in 
Afghanistan have paid tribute to him. 

Lance Corporal James ‘Jimmy’ Johnson, 
who was bom in Chatham, was killed on 
June 28 by an anti-personnel mine while he 
was part of a vehicle checkpoint patrol in the 
Lashkar Gar area of Helmand Province. 

The 31-year-old was a sniper with ‘B’ 
Company of the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders (5 Scots), based at Howe 
Barracks in Canterbury. Scott McFadden, 
27, Lance Corp Johnson’s platoon sergeant, 
said he first knew something was wrong 
when he heard a British soldier had been 
killed over the radio system. 

“I got onto the radio to make sure it was¬ 
n’t one of my boys, but unfortunately it was,” 
he said. 

“Apart from his best mate, Scott Showed, 
I probably knew him best out of everyone. 
I had to break the news to the platoon and it 
was hard not to cry.” 

Within an hour of his death, the soldiers 
silently gathered by Lance Corp Johnson’s 
empty bed and started packing away his 
belongings. 

The sadness was lifted momentarily 
when they discovered a series of photos on 
Lance Corp Johnson’s computer, to which 
he had given funny captions. “That pretty 
much broke the ice,” said Sgt McFadden.

He added: “In work, Jimmy was very quiet, 
but very knowledgeable. He was a sniper so 
he was a very good soldier. 

“Out of work he was a party animal - he 
was a Jekyll and Hyde type.” 


He said Lance Corp Johnson’s platoon 
planned to mark his death in some way 
when they return to Canterbury, but they 
have not yet planned what to do. 

‘B’ Company’s Sergeant Major Davie 
Robertson said of Lance Corp Johnson: ‘He 
was a highly professional guy, quite a con¬ 
scious guy and quiet. He was very good at 
what he did and he did it in a quiet manner.” 

He added: “The only consolation we can 
take from it is he was killed instantly so he 
wouldn’t have known anything about it.” 

Sgt Major Robertson was in the operations 
room when the call came over the radio that 
there had been a casualty. It soon emerged 
that it had been fatal. 

“It was a sense of dejection,” he said. “It 
brought the reality of what we’re doing home.” 

Sgt Major Robertson said it was crucial 
for company’s NCOs (non-commissioned 
officers) to immediately talk to the soldiers 
to prevent them from dwelling on what had 
happened. 

“There’s always a danger after something 
like that of a follow-up, so they have to be on 
their toes,” he said. 

“You have to forget your emotions and con¬ 
centrate on seeing the guys are alright.” 

Lance Corp Johnson, a father-of-one, had 
a funeral with full military honours at 
Barham crematorium last month.

SCULPTOR Guy Portelli is ready 
to create his biggest exhibition to 
date after securing an £80,000 
investment on hit TV show 
Dragons’ Den. 

The established artist, who studied at 
Medway College of Art, wih set to work on 
his Pop Icons project - featuring artists such 
as Amy Winehouse and John Lennon - hav¬ 
ing gained the financial backing of three 
Dragons on Tuesday night’s show. 

Mr Portelli, from Tonbridge, offered the 
BBC show’s five multi-millionaire prospec¬ 
tive investors 25 per cent of the exhibition’s 
profits in exchange for £70,000. 

At one point it seemed all the business 
gurus were willing to back the sculptor’s 
idea, with Scottish entrepreneur Duncan 
Bannatyne even tabling a £90,000 deal. 

However, Mr Portelli eventually opted for a 
three-way split with Theo Paphitis, Peter 
Jones and James Caan. 

Speaking to the BBC after successfully 
venturing into the intimidating Dragons’ 
Den, the sculptor said he was surprised to 
even appear on the show. 

He said: “Not in my wildest dreams did I 
think I’d be on the programme. It was almost 
a spiritual experience. I woke up on Easter

morning, sent in my idea and within four 
weeks I was in the Den.” 

Talking of his time in front of the Dragons, 
Mr Portelli said: “It’s a bit like being a rabbit 
in the headlights. You are stunned into 
silence but at the same time your brain is 
running at 100 miles an hour. 

“I had the three Dragons I wanted, so I 
thought I’d make them a proposal of £80,000. 
I think they were quite amused by that.” 

Dragons’ Den, an interna¬ 
tional format which was origi¬ 
nally launched in Japan, was 
first broadcast on the BBC in 
January 2005 and is now in its 
sixth series. 

Entrepreneurs pitch for 
investment from five venture 
capitalists who invest their 
own money in exchange for 
equity. Medway College of Art 
is now known as the University 
of Creative Arts.

Bluewater’ 
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Help for a hungry planet

RESTAURANTS are being asked to unite 
and help in the fight against world hunger. 

Many Kent eateries have already signed up to take part 
in Action Against Hunger’s fundraising scheme, which is 
now in its 10th year. 

These include the Hermitage in Folkestone, Blue Bengal 
in West Wickham, Surin in Ramsgate and the Crown in 
Bromley. 

Bluewater-based chain restaurants Carluccio’s and Ed’s 
Easy Diner are also involved. Each restaurant taking part 
is able to choose how it raises 
money for the charity. 

Blue Bengal owner Abu 
Chowdhury, pictured left, plans to 
let his customers pay how much 
they feel their meals are worth for 
an evening. He said: “It’s just a way 
of putting some¬ 
thing back. We will 
never see the people 
who benefit from 
our money, but that 
does not mean they 
are not in our hearts 
and minds. 

“A fiver or £10 is 
not going to affect our lives much at all, but 
it could save lives in countries that do not 
have much food. 

“We’re just a small business trying to do 
something to help. We all need to show con¬ 
cern for people less fortunate than our¬ 
selves around the world. 

‘We are only here once and we cannot 
take anything with us, so why not put some 
of it to good use?” 

The campaign - called Restaurants 
Against Hunger - raised more than 
£300,000 in the UK last year. 

The target for this year is £450,000 and 
the charity has assured restaurateurs that 
every little bit counts. 

Nicola Prior, owner of Nic’s Restaurant on 
the Isle of Sheppey, said: “Our customers 
raised just over £50 but we are only a small 



place. We thought it was a good charity and a good cause, 
especially as we can be so wasteful as a nation. 

‘We knew every penny counted so we just left an enve¬ 
lope on each table that customers could put some money 
in, or they could add an extra £1 to their bills.” 

According to Action Against Hunger, 55 million people 
worldwide are suffering from malnutrition. Its campaign 
is being supported by celebrity chefs including Rick Stein 
and Antonio Carluccio. 

A spokesman said: ‘While we might be able to treat eat¬ 
ing as a pastime, for many it is just a necessity. 

“The recent cyclone in Burma destroyed more than 3.6 
million acres of paddy fields and the nation’s rice harvest. 
An estimated 2.5 million people are still struggling in the 
aftermath. 

“On a wider scale, global prices of staple foods have risen 
by 80 per cent in the last three years and the World Food 
Programme has warned it no longer has enough funds to 
keep global malnutrition at bay.”

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Raids target rogue gangmasters 


GANGMASTERS could have 
their licences revoked after 
surprise raids on 20 business¬ 
es across Kent this week. 

The Gangmaster Licensing 
Authority (GLA), a govern¬ 
ment body that regulates 
gangmasters and protects the 
rights of worker, carried out 
26 unannounced inspections 
in the county. 

Paul Whitehouse, chairman 
of the authority, issued a 
warning to employers of pack¬ 
ers and pickers of produce. 

“The GLA is intent on catch¬ 
ing the rogues and protecting 
the workers,” he said. 

“We are not finished in Kent 
- we will be back.” 


The inspections were focused 
on firms supplying workers of 
mainly Indian, Pakistani, Polish 
and Nepalese backgrounds. 

During the raids an unli¬ 
censed gangmaster was 
found and issued with an 
enforcement notice. 

Four businesses that had 
contracted workers from an 
unlicensed gangmaster also 
received enforcement notices. 

A spokeswoman for the 
GLA said no further informa¬ 
tion could be released until 
the authority completed 
investigations into a series of 
allegations including with¬ 
holding wages, workers not 
receiving holiday pay, agricul¬ 


tural minimum wage not 
being paid to workers and 
employees who had not taken 
any holiday in more than a 
year. 

The GLA is focusing 
Operation Ajax on the supply of 
workers to pick and pack fruit 
and herbs grown in the county. 

Mr Whitehouse added: “The 
reputable businesses were 
delighted to see us protecting 
their interests and share our 
determination to rid the 
industry of the rogues. 

“Today it was Kent, tomor¬ 
row somewhere else; no 
rogue, no matter where they 
are, is safe from the clutches 
of the GLA.”

Chronic fatigue 
and pain illness 
under spotlight

A SUFFERER of a chronic pain 
and fatigue condition from Kent 
has shared her story ahead of a 
national awareness drive. 

An awareness week for the debilitating 
syndrome, Fibromyalgia, is being held from 
September 7. 

The disorder can be brought on by physical 
and emotional trauma. 

Sally Russell, who lives in Dartford, was 
diagnosed with Fibromyalgia two years 
ago, but believes it could have been trig¬ 
gered by a serious car accident she had 
when she was just 17. 

The 58-year-old said: “I was thrown out of 
the car and landed on my back - I was very 
lucky to be alive. 

“I think my problems could have started as 
far back as that.” 

The civil servant said she suffers from a 
tingling sensation in her hands and feet, but 
she also has arthritis which makes it even 
more painful to walk. 

“Some days just to lift up my feet and 
walk on the pavement feels like a step too far,” 
she said. 

“For me it starts off worst in the morning 
and I really struggle to get out of bed. One of 
the things about the fatigue is that you do 
not sleep, you are always just dreaming and 
they [the dreams] can be quite upsetting.” 

Her doctor told her for years that the pain 
and fatigue were just “wear and tear” and 
getting older, she said. 

“It was so frustrating,” said Mrs Russell. 
“One of the things they say is that, ‘you look 
so well, how can you feel so bad?’. People 
expect more if you look well.” 

KOS Media received a flood of letters from 
readers last time we published a story about 
Fibromyalgia, from readers eager to find out 
more and welcoming the fact the syndrome 
had been highlighted. 

Fibromyalgia is diagnosed if the patient 
has experienced widespread pain for more 
than three months, in at least 11 of the 18 
specified tender points when pressed, the 
Fibromyalgia Association UK states. 

Current treatment aims to ease the symp¬ 
toms by reducing pain and increasing sleep, 
but there is not a cure for the condition itself. 

Mrs Russell has tried various prescription 
drugs from her doctor but found that

although antidepressants helped her sleep 
she felt even more tired throughout the day. 

She said she has problems with her 
memory and worries about the long-term 
side effects of taking the pain relief drugs. 

But she has managed to stay at work part- 
time with the condition. 

She has also tried various alternative 
remedies. The hydrotherapy she receives at 
Darent Valley Hospital helps with pain and 
also found aromatherapy relaxing, she said. 

“It is hard to diagnose and people have it 
for years. It is definitely important to raise 
awareness about the condition,” Mrs Russell 
added. 

More than 460 people across the county go 
to support groups in association with UK 
Fibromyalgia, a charity that supports people 
with the condition. 

Mrs Russell goes to a support group in 
Medway run by Margaret Dobson.

United front in fight 
against superbugs

ENTREPRENEURS and busi¬ 
nesses in Kent with products or 
technologies that could help pre¬ 
vent the spread of superbugs 
have been invited to take part in 
a new programme by the NHS. 

NHS Innovations South East, which helps 
health service inventors promote their ideas, 
said it believed industry could play an active 
role in helping combat the killer infections. 

It said automotive, IT, food and drink, engi¬ 
neering and manufacturing firms could help 
the NHS beat the bugs. 

The Office for National Statistics 
announced on Thursday that the number of 
death certificates in England and Wales 
mentioning Clostridium difficile (C diff) 
increased by 28 per cent in 2007. 

Deaths from the superbug have risen year 
on year since 1999, the authority found. 

KOS Media has been running a hand 
hygiene campaign highlighting that simply 
washing your hands can help stop the 
spread of superbugs. 

We have been working with the NHS to 
raise awareness about how infections spread

and good control and prevention methods. 

Reducing healthcare associated infections 
(HCAIs) such as C diff and MRSA is one of 
the top priorities for the NHS and the 
Department of Health believes new tech¬ 
nologies and equipment, as well as good 
hygiene practices, can help it achieve its tar¬ 
gets more quickly. 

Jo James, chief executive of the Kent 
Invicta Chamber of Commerce, said: “My 
view is that MRSA and C diff are problems 
the NHS has not managed to find a solution 
to yet - and they are growing problems. 

“Why not look to industry and call on the 
experience that is there? This is not just a 
hospital problem, it affects us all. 

“There are industries where they have lots 
of things already there and many experts 
dealing with the problem [of infection con¬ 
trol and prevention]. It is a great initiative to 


look outside for help to combat superbugs.” 

The chamber is an independent body that 
was set up to support business growth and 
enterprise in Kent. 

NHS Innovations South East is one of nine 
hubs across the country. The Smart 
Solutions scheme is being run nationally by 
NHS Innovations North West. 

Brian Griffiths, the project director, said: 
“Our aim is to find the most effective solu¬ 
tions to control HCAIs and we are keeping 
an open mind as to where these could come 
from. Whether it is a product from a medical 
company, something developed for a com¬ 
pletely different purpose or even an idea 
from an inventor in the spare room, we will 
assess its potential.” 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection 
prevention and control at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, said: “This is a 
positive and welcome initiative. If compa¬ 
nies come up with potentially effective ways 
of combating infections we are always will¬ 
ing to take part in trials of new products.”

The summer may be starting to wind down, but 
there are still plenty of bikers on Kent’s roads 
trying to make the most of the longer evenings. 
That’s why Kent Highway Services, along with 
Kent Police and other road safety partners, are 
about to begin their autumn motorcycling road 
safety campaign to reduce death and serious 
injury on our county’s roads. 

This campaign follows on from the successful 
summer campaign and aims to educate both 
bikers and motorists, so that bikers can enjoy 
their bikes and go home safely at the end of 
the day. 

We’ll be visiting major motorcycling events, 
along with Kent Police, to talk to riders and 
offer help and advice, and we’re encouraging all 
riders to log on to www.ridewithattitude.com 


a website that is written by bikers, for bikers, 
in Kent and Medway. 

Kent Police will also be targeting speeding 
riders on roads where motorcyclists have 
been killed or injured in the past and at 
sites associated with anti-social or 
dangerous riding. 

If you’re a motorist, you can help the 
campaign by being more aware of bikers on 
the road. Most fatal crashes happen at road 
junctions, particularly T junctions, and one of 
the main reasons for collisions is motorists 
looking but failing to ‘see’ riders.

If you’re a driver, markings on the road will 
be an integral part of every journey, but 
did you know that they’ve come a long 
way from their first use in 1921? 


In the early days, simple white lines were 
used to separate traffic, but road markings 
now have a range of functions that 
contribute towards keeping Kent’s roads 
safe. First and foremost, they give drivers 
information and instructions that might 
not be effectively conveyed by signs alone. 
Markings also have the advantage that 
they can provide continuous information 
that signs can’t. 


However, they don’t just give information - 
when they’re run across the road, they 
serve as noise generators to 
alert drivers that they need 
to slow down, for 
example, at the 


approach to roundabouts. Markings are 
also used on the hard shoulders of roads 
as a method of attempting to wake sleepy 
drivers if they drift out of the lane. 


The technology of markings has come a 
long way too and they can now be made in 
paint, thermoplastic, plastic or epoxy and 
can be laid hot, cold or as a preformed 
tape, to achieve the best result for the 
purpose. White and yellow lines are also 
reflective now, an effect that is created by 
adding spherical glass beads to the 
marking mixture.

A HUNDRED years of the 
Territorial Army will be celebrated 
with a parade through Canterbury 
next Saturday 

With band members playing and colours and 
old comrades’ standards flying, hundreds of 
serving and veteran members of the TA are 
expected to join in the festivities. 

The TA 100 celebrations are being support¬ 
ed by the Lieutenancy of Kent, and Lord 
Lieutenant Allan Willett said he was delight¬ 
ed to be involved. 

He said: “Demonstrating our support for our 
servicemen and women is not about politics or 
whether people are for or against the military 
action - it’s about demonstrating our fellow- 
feeling for the sons and daughters of Kent who 
have served and continue to serve the nation 
so well. 

“They are a great asset to our county and the 
nation and they all deserve our heartfelt 
thanks and greater public support.” 

On the march 

Past and present TA members will be joined 
by other volunteer reserves and cadets on the 
march, which is due to begin at 10.50am in 
Pound Lane. 

The procession will make its way through St 
Peter’s Street and the High Street, to the junc¬ 
tion with Butchery Lane for the salute. 

It will then continue via the Longmarket, 
Burgate and the Buttermarket before arriving 
at Canterbury Cathedral for a service. 

At the end of the parade the band will con¬ 
tinue to play for shoppers in the Longmarket 
area.

The march is the latest in a series of events 
lined up to mark the centenary of the TA in 
Kent. Chatham’s Historic Dockyard hosted a 
joint Veterans’ Day and TA celebration on July 
5, while there was also a military presence at 
the County Show, Maidstone, between July 11 
and 13. 

Mr Willett said people up and down the 
country would be marking the centenary in 
some way: “Celebrating this great milestone is 
important. Many of Kent’s Territorial soldiers 
fought in the two world wars and the thread of 
service continues through to operations in 
Iraq and Afghanistan today.” 

Originally known as the Territorial Force, 


the TA was formed on April 1, 1908, by then- 
war minister Richard Burdon Haldane follow¬ 
ing the reorganisation of the old Volunteer 
Army. 

It contained 14 infantry divisions and 14 
mounted yeomanry brigades, and had an over¬ 
all strength of about 269,000. Today that fig¬ 
ure has fallen to just over 30,000. 

The TA has a significant presence in Kent, 
including in the 3rd Battalion The Princess of 
Wales’ Royal Regiment, in Canterbury. It also 
has a platoon at Dover and a rifle company 
and assault pioneer platoon in Rochester, and 
members at bases in Tunbridge Wells, Ditton, 
and Ashford.

Investigation call bv p arliamentary hopeful 

‘NHS cannot be 
complacent on 
discrimination’

A BLACK politician has called for further 
investigation into the working conditions 
for ethnic minority staff in the health serv¬ 
ice. 

Helen Grant’s comments come after new research car¬ 
ried out across the South East Coast Strategic Health 
Authority (SHA), which covers Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex, suggested health workers face widespread dis¬ 
crimination. 

The Conservative prospective parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Maidstone and The Weald said: “There is good 
practice out there, but we cannot be complacent. 

“It is not just in the health sector, it is across the board. 
My view is, as a lawyer and a woman with experience in 
the health service, there are problems across all the 
equality strands including gender, age, disability, sexual 
orientation and religion. 

“It is about social justice - that is very important. We 
have got to have that and that is rooted in equality of 
opportunity and providing a level playing field. 

“The knock-on effect will be a better, stronger society 
and that in turn with bring improvement in services.” 

Kent on Sunday reported last week how the Race 
Equality Service Review conducted by Dr Vivienne 
Lyfar-Cisse, chair of the South East Coast Black and 
Minority Ethnic (BME) Network, found that a dispro¬ 
portionately high number of BME workers were 
involved in bullying and harassment, grievance and dis¬ 
ciplinary procedures. 

The report found there was significant under-repre¬ 
sentation of BME executive and leaders and a dispro¬ 
portionately high amount were working at levels just 
below middle management. 

“There are no surprises here,” Ms Grant said. “I think 
the report actually confirms what has been fairly wide¬ 
ly known in the NHS and beyond for years.” 

She said although the Department of Health had been 
working with SHAs, primary care trusts (PCTs) and 
acute trusts to address the concerns there was still a 
long way to go before a level playing field was created for 
all working in the NHS. 

Ms Grant, who has previously worked as a non-execu¬ 
tive director on Croydon PCT’s board, said: “Reports

such as this one are very important and we need more 
of them because they allow for questions to be asked. 
“When the questions are asked people see exactly where 
we have got to or where we have not. 

“I think the key issue here is to have strong leaders 
who are prepared and able to take the legal require¬ 
ments seriously, not just pay lip service to them. 

“Strong chairs, execs and non-execs who get hold of 
worrying issues and address them - that is key and that 
is what came out of the report for me.” 

At Croydon, Ms Grant worked with two other women 
from BME backgrounds. However, in Kent the report 
found that Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
East Kent Hospitals Trust and Eastern and Coastal 
Kent PCT had all-white British boards.

NO POINT: Road bosses say accident records do not support the call for a 20mph blan¬ 
ket speed limit on routes outside schools 

Highway chiefs turn 
down 20mph speed 
limit outside schools

A BLANKET 20mph speed limit 
outside schools will not reduce 
the number of child casualties in 
Kent, say road bosses. 

Kent Highway Services looked carefully 
at crash statistics for three areas covering 
154 schools and reported there was little 
justification for implementing compulsory 
restrictions. 

Its findings were supported by the county 
council’s cabinet member for highways, Cllr 
Keith Fenin. 

He said: “There have been calls in the 
past for a blanket speed limit outside 
schools, but we have always rejected them 
on the basis that the accident records do not 
support them. 

“In fact, children are safer the closer they 
are to school. What tends to worry parents 
the most is all the traffic congestion around 
schools, but that obviously means vehicles 
cannot move very quickly. 

“It also means passing motorists can stop 
a lot easier because they are moving slowly 
anyway. 

Deaths 

“We are not prepared to consider a blan¬ 
ket speed limit because it makes no road 
safety sense at all. 

“I challenge anyone to drive along a road 
outside a school at 20mph because normal¬ 
ly you can’t.” 

In preparing their report for Kent County 
Council’s highways advisory board, Kent 
Highways officers found that within the 
three areas studied there were two deaths 
in three years at times when children were 
arriving and leaving school. 

There were a further 18 serious injuries 
caused and 191 slight. However, within 
300m either side of the school gates, these 
numbers fell to no deaths, four serious and 
32 slight. 

The figures were recorded between 2005 
and 2007, excluding weekends and August. 
A further study of all child pedestrian 


deaths for the last 10 years showed that of 
the 29 that occurred, none were within 300m 
of the school gate at the start or finish of the 
day. 

Were a blanket limit to be introduced, it would 
cost taxpayers £4.1 million for measures such as 
signs for the county’s 611 schools. 

The report concluded: “There appears to be 
no case for implementing a countywide policy 
for the introduction of 20mph speed limits out¬ 
side all Kent’s schools. 

“Crash savings would be minimal and 
unlikely to significantly contribute to any new 
crash reduction target. 

“The cost is prohibitive, the speed limits 
would be unenforceable and the time frame to 
implement such a policy excessive.” 

Despite the findings, head teachers who feel 
there should be 20mph limits outside their 
school are welcome to present their case to 
Kent Highways. 

Cllr Ferrin said: ‘What we have said is that 
if there are any schools that have accident 
records that would justify it, we would consid¬ 
er it. 

“However, I do not believe there are any.”

A CONTROVERSIAL shake-up of emer¬ 
gency healthcare in west Kent will go ahead 
next May, hospital bosses have announced. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust officially agreed to centralise A&E 
surgery and orthopaedic services in one 
‘centre of expertise’ at its board meeting on 
Wednesday. 

Patients needing emergency general and 
orthopaedic surgery will be cared for at Kent 
and Sussex Hospital in Tunbridge Wells. The 
trust’s proposals faced widespread objections 
from residents and GPs in Maidstone when 
they were first presented two years ago. 

But a review by the Independent 
Reconfiguration Panel last year agreed with 
the trust that the changes would improve 
the quality and safety of patient care. 

Consultant general surgeon Philip 
Bentley told the board this week: “From a 
surgical point of view the overwhelming 
reason for change is to improve the quality 
of service for patients. 

“Trusts around us are concentrating 
acute emergency services in surgery and 
trauma and orthopaedics on one site to 
improve the patient experience and the 
quality of care they receive. 

“Similarly, if we concentrate planned servic¬ 
es we can provide a better quality of service 
for our patients. 

“If we don’t reconfigure we will fall even fur¬ 
ther behind neighbouring trusts who have 
already reconfigured these services to the 
benefit of their patients.” 

Maidstone Hospital will be the trust’s 
‘centre of expertise’ for planned operations 
or elective surgery. 

Glenn Douglas, the trust’s chief executive, 
added: “Centralising services will not see 
the demise of any of our hospitals, but it will 
provide our patients with better access to a 
greater level of expertise and experience.”

BRITAIN’S first organised under- 
18 s night for gay, lesbian, bisexu¬ 
al and transgender people is 
being held in Maidstone. 

Gay pub the Queen Anne, in Queen Anne 
Road, will be hosting the night, which is 
strictly for those who are over 16 and under 
18 years of age. 

It takes place on Tuesday from 8pm. 
Organiser Jamie Smirk, 16, from Rainham, 
said: “There really is nothing for us to do in 
Maidstone and I felt this would be an ideal 
way to start a new movement. 

“It could be very popular, but this will be 
the first time something like this has been 
tried, so I am very nervous about it. 

“I hope plenty of people come along, but as 
with every new event it will take time for 
word to spread.” 

Mr Smirk said that Tuesday night is a 
trial, but the hope is to turn it into a regular 
event 

Turn nasty 

“We really do need something to do in the 
area,” he added. “We are not always welcome 
at other places and it can sometimes turn 
nasty if someone mentions they are gay. 

“I would also welcome anyone who is over 
18, but this really is primarily aimed at those 
aged 16 to 18 looking for somewhere to get 
together and chat. 

“I have been telling everyone there is no 
drinking allowed.” 

The landlord of the pub, Tim Cross, said: 
“I’m looking forward to it. It has been billed 
at the first event of its kind in the UK and I 
certainly haven’t heard of any others. 

“Gay teenagers in this area don’t have 
much to do as a group, so an event like this 
could easily turn into a regular thing if it 
goes well.” 

He added: “The nightclubs in Maidstone 
have under-18s nights for straight people, so 
we thought it would be great to have an 
under-18s night for the gay community. 

“If the evening turns out to be a success - 
and there’s no real reason why it won’t - 
then we’ll do it again. 

“Our licence already says we can have 16- 


year-olds plus, so we didn’t need to ask for 
permission for this event, which makes it 
easier. 

“It would be good for the youngsters to 
have a meeting place that is easy to publicise 
with the internet. 

“There was nothing like that when I was 
their age, which does make life hard. It is 
much easier to make contact now, and 
evenings like this are just an extension of 
that.” 

However, a spokesman for Stonewall, the 
national lobby group for gay equality, said 
the organisation would prefer it if the event 
took place in a different setting. 

“We would back events like this, but not if 
they are being held in a pub. 

‘We have too many concerns about under¬ 
age drinking. It would need to be properly 
organised and monitored. A better location 
would have been somewhere like a youth 
club.” 

Mr Cross said: “There will be no alcohol 
served to those under age at this event - I 
have made that very clear and the organis¬ 
ers are happy with that decision.” 

The law regarding the age of gay sex con¬ 
sent was changed in 2000 to 16 to bring it in 
line with heterosexuals.

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Time for the NHS to listen 


Call to improve services for patients with learning difficulties 


PEOPLE in Kent have spoken 
out about the problems they face 
accessing healthcare after an 
independent inquiry found the 
NHS is failing those with learn¬ 
ing disabilities.

consultations and fail to listen enough to the 
patients, carers or parents. 

Dawn Johnson, who lives in Ashford and 
has a mild learning disability, said: ‘Doctors 
do not take enough time. Every person with 
a learning disability should have a health 
action plan and sometimes they don’t.” 

Under a Department of Health directive 
the plans, which include details for individu¬ 
als on how to stay healthy and where get help 
if they are unwell, should have been in place 
by June 2005. 

This week, the health watchdog revealed 
it would be carrying on unannounced vis¬ 
its at 48 specialist inpatient learning dis¬ 
ability services after an investigation last 
year flagged up “unacceptable variations” 
in the quality of provision. 

The Healthcare Commission found safety 
and quality of care was not up to standard 
in many of the inpatient services for people 
with learning disabilities. 

People with learning disabilities get worse 
healthcare than the non-disabled, an investi¬ 
gation by the Disability Rights Commission 
revealed, which showed they received fewer 
screening tests, fewer health investigations 
and were less likely to get the care they need. 

Shockingly, during the inquiry the com- 
missio found “complacency and a lazy fatal¬ 
ism that these groups just do die younger”. 

Confusing 

Miss Johnson, who is a director of Voice 4 
Kent, works as a volunteer at the William 
Harvey Hospital in Ashford, and has been 
campaigning to improve healthcare for peo¬ 
ple with learning disabilities in the county 
for three years. 

“All hospitals and primary care trusts 
(PCTs) should have a learning disability 
team ” she said. 

“Signs should be big and clear. In some of 
the hospitals they are, but in others they are 
not. I’ve been to the Medway Maritime 
Hospital and the signs are confusing.” 

Being Seen Being Heard, a community 
company run by people with learning dis¬ 
abilities, provides training in learning dis¬ 


abilities to GPs in east Kent through pre¬ 
sentations and information booklets. 

Alex Watt, who takes part in the presen¬ 
tations and role-play activities, said: ‘We tell 
them how to make a more efficient health 
service. It is that they do not understand 
people with learning disabilities, but that 
they do need to pay more attention to us. 

“People feel ignored. Doctors sometimes 
pay more attention to the carer than the 
patient. They are not treated like an individ¬ 
ual person and we point out that’s wrong.” 

Miss Johnson said she wanted to see more 
people with learning disabilities getting 
directly involved with the health service. 

“I want them to be more willing to take 
part in patient groups. We do have a voice 
but it needs to be heard more.” 

She added: “Some things have got better 
and others have not. I’m a good role model 
for that hospital [the William Harvey] and 
it shows they want to understand people 
with learning disabilities. But there needs 
to be something in west Kent.” 

The inquiry, Healthcare for All, carried 
out by former NHS chief executive, Sir 
Jonathan Michael, called for annual health 
checks for the 1.5 million people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities nationally, so that early 
signs of illness could be picked up. 

Evidence was found showing a “signifi¬ 
cant level of avoidable suffering and a high 
likelihood that there are deaths occurring 
which could be avoided”. 

It said tougher inspection of hospital 
trusts and PCTs, better training and 
improved management was needed to 
ensure patients with learning disabilities 
get equal treatment. 

A spokesman for Eastern and Coastal 
Kent and West Kent PCTs said the NHS 
organisations worked closely with Voice 4 
Kent and the Kent Good Health Group, 
which is co-chaired with Miss Johnson. 

The PCTs have invested in providing 
health facilitators and hospital practice 
development nurses to ensure other staff* 
know how to care for people with learning 
disabilities, he said.

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Stark reality behind 
cancer jab campaign

A STARK warning about the con¬ 
tinuing rise of sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases has been issued by 
the county’s public health direc¬ 
tor. 

Meradin Peachey has spoken out as the 
Government prepares to launch one of the 
biggest public health campaigns in British 
history to protect women from cervical can¬ 
cer. 

Schoolgirls aged 12, 13, 17 and 18 will be 
the first to benefit from the multi-million 
pound immunisation programme, which is 
being rolled out nationally next month. 

The vaccine, Cervarix, is 99 per cent effec¬ 
tive against two types of the human papillo¬ 
mavirus (HPV), a sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease, which causes 75 per cent of cases of cer¬ 
vical cancer. 

Ms Peachey said: “I think one of the mes¬ 
sages of this campaign is to think closely 
about why we are offering it. 

“People are having a lot of unsafe sex, 
which is why they are getting the virus.” 

Cervical cancer is the second most common 
form of the disease worldwide and in the UK 
it kills more than 1,000 women a year.

“People should look very 
closely at their sexual 
behaviour. STIs are rising, 
particularly among young 
people,” she said. 

“These vaccines will cover 
against just one type of 
infection.

daughters take part. Asked whether she was 
concerned parents would not sign consent 
forms in Kent, Ms Peachey said: “I would be 
very surprised if there are very many objec¬ 
tions to this. 

“Jade Goody was recently diagnosed with it 
(cervical cancer) at a very young age, which 
has brought it home that it can happen to 
you. If any parent or young person is con¬ 
cerned, I would advise them to have a chat 
with their school nurse and make sure they 
have all the facts.” 

She said the vaccine was ‘Very safe”. For 


full immunity, young 
women need three doses 
over a period of three 
months to a year, which 
costs the NHS about £250 
per patient. 

Catch-up schemes will be 
available for schoolgirls 
who miss out in the first 
round of inoculations and 
young women not in educa¬ 
tion can go to their GP. 

The Government is 
investigating the cost-effec¬ 
tiveness of offering the 
immunisation programme 
to women up to 25 years. 

But the vaccine is most 
effective on virgins and the 
more partners women have 
the higher the chance they are already 
infected with HPV, Ms Peachey said. 

It was vital for women who have been vac¬ 
cinated to still have smear tests because 25 
per cent of cases are not caused by HPV. 

“As rates of HPV go down and fewer boys 
get it, we will not see as many cases and it 
will almost be wiped out. But it is very 
important to continue having cervical 
smears,” she said.

A PILOT who was arrested on 
drugs charges after crashing his 
plane into someone’s back garden 
has gone on the run from police. 

A warrant for Sid Clark’s arrest was issued 
on August 19 after the 58-year-old failed to 
appear before Maidstone Crown Court. 

The pilot, from Barming, was due to face 
charges of production and possession of 
cannabis and abstraction of electricity. 

The missed court case came just a week after 
air accident investigators released a report 
into Mr Clark’s plane crash earlier this year. 

His Cessna 172M Skyhawk crashed into 
thick conifer trees bordering a house in 
Farthing Common, near Hythe, on February 
23 this year. 

Impact 

The impact sent the plane plummeting to 
the ground in the back garden of the proper¬ 
ty, owned by an elderly couple. The plane’s 
right wing, fuel tank and mains electricity 
cables were torn off during the impact. 

Amazingly, Mr Clark, 58, from Barming, 
and passenger Tim Des Vignes, 53, a convict¬ 
ed drug smuggler on day release from prison, 
walked away from the wreckage with only 
minor cuts and bruises. 

After the crash Mr Clark said he had been 
taking his friend Mr Des Vignes on a “pleas¬ 
ure flight” to Dover and back as a treat. 

An official report by the Air Accident 
Investigation Branch after probing the 
cause of the crash refused to rule out the 
possibility the pilot’s flying skills were 
affected by the drug.

The report states: “The possibility that 
cannabis may have impaired his (Mr Clark’s) 
judgement and/or handling of complex tasks 
cannot be excluded.” 

The AAIB investigation found that weather 
conditions quickly deteriorated after Mr Clark, 
who qualified for his pilot’s licence in 2003, took 
off in the plane from Rochester Airport. 

Having reached Ashford at 3.10pm, the 


report found Mr Clark “descended in an 
attempt to keep below cloud but then 
found there appeared to be a “wall of 
cloud” ahead. 

“He decided to turn left towards Rochester 
and descended in an attempt to remain clear 
of the cloud. He then saw trees ahead that he 
was unable to avoid.” 

The report goes on: “The pilot, in a state¬ 


ment to police, described himself as a regular 
heavy cannabis user, smoking a large amount 
each evening. 

“Loss of precision skills and slowed reaction 
are two documented effects of cannabis which 
make it incompatible with flying.”

MORE than 100 protesters gath¬ 
ered at the site of the proposed 
Gravesend ‘Gherkin’ to campaign 
against the building they say will 
blight the town’s heritage quarter. 

Developers want to build a 32-storey high- 
rise tower with 230 flats as part of a £150 mil¬ 
lion regeneration of Gravesend town centre. 
The local authority says it will bring 1,000 new 
jobs to the area. 

But the size and scale of the tower has proven 
controversial among local residents and a cam¬ 
paign group, Urban Gravesham, has been set 
up to oppose what it labels an “oversized 
monster”. A petition has collected more than 
1,000 signatures against the proposals so far. 

On bank holiday Monday, residents, mem¬ 
bers of the Gravesend Liberal Democrats, 
Labour borough councillors, members of the 
business community, Urban Gravesham and 
the Thames and Medway Canal Association 
gathered at the West Street site to protest 
over plans for the ‘skyscraper’. 

English Heritage said the tower conflicted 
with guidance on tall buildings in heritage 
areas and said it would be likely to object to the 
scheme unless “significant changes” were made. 

Jo Howard, the local Lib Dems’ housing 
spokesperson, said: “The proposed tower 
will be nothing more than a blot on our 
landscape, casting a long, dark shadow 
over local residents, whilst making the 
developers a huge amount of money.” 

However, another group of residents has 
set up a campaign group called Yes to 
Gravesend that is in favour of the proposals. 

The project’s developer, Edinburgh 
House Estates, said the scheme will bring 


new jobs, a town square, public space, 630 
homes, restaurant and leisure facilities, 
shops, 1,260 car parking spaces and improve 
the river walkway and links to the river. 

A spokesman said residents had been con¬ 
sulted about the plans since they were first 
proposed as far back as 2003. 

“The reason this solution factors in a high- 
rise tower as part of the project is simply an 
issue of density,” he said. 

“The council’s development brief needed 
a certain amount of homes and there is no 
other way of doing it. The alternative would be 
to have a series of low-rise units that obscure 
the river views and probably detract from the 
heritage even more.” 

He said the block, with apartments costing 
roughly £200,000, was a modem, contempo¬ 
rary high-rise and the development as a 


whole would give the area 50 per cent more 
landscaped open space. 

But Lib Dem spokesman James Willis said 
that survey of 100 shoppers in December 2007 
and January 2008 found 86 per cent and 79 
per cent, respectively, were against the tower 
proposal. 

And Urban Gravesham said, while they are 
not against the principle of regenerating the 
area, they do not want the town centre turned 
into “yet another anonymous shopping centre 
surrounded by high-rise developments”. 

Gravesham Borough Council said the plan¬ 
ning application was with the authority’s 
independent regulatory board and a decision 
was expected in November.

EU is too controlling

We need to be efficient 

Martin Pearce, (letters, last week) need not 
worry about limits to renewable energy 
supplies because they are clearly limitless. 

The British Wind Energy Association 
suggests eight times as much electricity as 
we use in the UK can be produced from 
offshore wind turbines alone. Other 
technologies can all make significant 
contributions: solar PV panels, solar thermal 
units for heating water, ground source heat 
pumps, combined heat and power, onshore 
wind turbines in appropriate locations, bio¬ 
gas production from waste created by farm 
animals and agricultural waste, biomass 
power generation using fast growing species 
like willow, river barrages and tidal barrages. 

The full cycle of activities in labour- 
intensive coal and nuclear energy production, 
including mining and the movement of 
workers, generates massive amounts of 
carbon dioxide. There are also serious 
shortages of accessible and recoverable 
reserves. Most of the remaining uranium is 
less than a tenth of one per cent of the ore in 
which it is found, making it expensive and 
energy-intensive to mine. Because of 
profligate use of coal, major coal exporters 
like China and India have recently become 
coal importers and there have been massive 
cuts in estimates of coal reserves in recent 
years: 90 per cent in the UK and Germany. 

Also, there is potential for reducing energy 
use, as our buildings are generally poorly 
insulated. A 20 per cent cut in energy use in 
buildings is easily achievable and up to 50 
per cent is possible: cheaper than generating 
energy by any known means. 


Nuclear power and coal both create 
massive amounts of waste. In the case of 
nuclear, this means 100,000 years of waste 
storage at least, meaning nuclear power is 
more expensive than any other feasible 
energy technology. We do not need 1950s 
solutions to current or future energy needs: 
efficiency plus renewable can provide 
employment and energy without polluting 
the environment.

Lousy economics 

The Government is pinning its hopes on a 
nuclear renaissance to meet Britain’s climate 
change goals. Planning procedures are being 
eased and hidden subsidies offered. But the 
policy is based on a misunderstanding of 
nuclear power’s lousy economics, and will fail. 

No one should doubt the good intentions of 
those who are arguing for a switch of scarce 
capital, materials and skills into nuclear 
power in Britain. It is not their intentions 
that are in question, but their analysis. 

We have been here before, with equally 
serious people arguing there was no 
alternative to a nuclear future. In 1975 the 
UK Atomic Energy Authority told the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution that 
by 2000 Britain would have 104 nuclear 
reactors. This did not happen, and not 
because the nuclear industry lacked support. 
Then, as now, government, business leaders, 
the unions and the media were all onside. It 
failed because economic reality intruded. It 
will do so again—but this time the 
consequence of going down the nuclear cul- 
de-sac will be much more serious. 

Nuclear enthusiasts argue everything is 
different now. Lessons have been learned, 
designs standardised and new reactors can 
be built on time and to budget. But the fact 
that none of the three designs under 
consideration is operating anywhere in the 
world might give pause for thought. 

Events in Finland provide further grounds 
for caution. They are building the first 
example of the reactor design most favoured 
for Britain, the so-called EPR. The 1,200MW 
reactor is more than £lbn over its original 
£2.5bn budget and two years late just two 
years after construction began. If this is the 
best Finnish contractors can manage, the 
thought of what those who brought you the 
Scottish parliament or Wembley stadium 
might accomplish is chilling.

She said even if people have missed the 
June deadline for applying for student loans 
to cover tuition fees, there should still be 
time before beginning the first time or uni¬ 
versities can offer short-term loans. 

Freshers (students starting their first year of 
university) can also apply for maintenance 
grants, with the full amount £2,835 going to 
people with household incomes under £25,000. 

Ms Evenden said: “And remember - 
although you have to pay back loans - grants, 
bursaries and scholarships are yours to keep. 

“The University of Greenwich has a treas¬ 
ure chest of bursaries to help different kinds 
of students. 

“There is money for talented rugby players 
and for choral singers, while students who 
score more than 300 points on the A-level 
UCAS tariff can also apply for a bursary.” 

She said bursaries were advertised through 
posters, information on the university’s 
intranet and sometimes through contacting 
students directly and advising them to apply. 

“We also advise students to spend some 
time on the internet sifting through to see 
what charities, trusts and businesses are giv¬ 
ing out in grants and bursaries. 

“For instance, as a single parent you can 
get a grant from an energy company towards 
your heating bills,” she said. 

Ms Evenden suggested students plan how 
they are going to manage their living expens¬ 
es, adding that current figures recommend a 
budget of £6,500 a year on basic costs.

She advised people to remember to ask in 
shops if they offered a student discount, 
shopping and cooking with friends and visit¬ 
ing markets to look for bargains. 

“If the worst comes to the worst and you 
face financial meltdown within months of 
beginning your degree course don’t run away 
from it, seek advice, talk to your bank or stu¬ 
dent finance adviser and work out exactly 
how much money you owe and how you are 
going to spend less or earn more to improve 
your situation. 

“If unforeseen circumstances mean you 
fear you may have to give up your course, you 
may be eligible for financial support from 
Access to Learning Fund.”

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Quest to save and go green 
keeps market ticking over 


13 per cent drop against July 07, but it is 
always a tough month for the trade with 
buyers on holiday rather than looking in 
showrooms. 

The reality is that registrations are just 
three per cent down so far in 2008, despite 
the gloom and doom, and largely explained 
by pump prices and big road tax increases 
on thirsty high-end models creating new car 
demand by pushing drivers, leasing compa¬ 
nies and businesses to switch to greener 
and leaner models. 

And not just city cars and superminis - 
though small car sales leapt 120 per cent in 
May - because sales of the most ‘eco’ ver¬ 
sions of various models and classes of car 
are holding up well across most brands. 

As a result, the UK Top 10 best-selling car 
league so far this year features largely the 
same makes and models, though closer 
inspection would highlight that these are 
now the leaner and greener versions. 

Market leader Ford, for instance, has had 
sales buoyed by a switch to lower 
emission/tax beating 1.6 and 1.8-litre TDCi

CAR registrations have been 
falling this year as the nation 
adjusts to the ‘credit crunch’ and 
soaring fuel and energy prices. 

Consumers’ fragile confidence has not 
been helped by cack-handed Government 
efforts to cut car use and emissions to tack¬ 
le global warming and be seen to do ‘the 
right thing’. 

The effect has been to decimate values on 
big 4x4s and pick-ups over a matter of 
months, when ministers should have been 
gently strangling their sales overall several 
years - there are some very unhappy car 
owners out there. 

Against this backdrop though, things 
could be much worse. OK, July new car reg¬ 
istrations showed a seemingly catastrophic 


diesels - sales of models with these engines 
are nearly 40 per cent higher this year com¬ 
pared with 07. 

And BMW has broadened its ‘ultimate 
driving machine’ slogan to encompass the 
green technology of its fuel-saving, lower 
emission ‘Efficient Dynamics’ package now 
featured in most BMWs and all MINIs - 
leading to a 12 per cent increase in BMW 
sales in ’08. 

Diesel cars continue to dominate cus¬ 
tomers’ buying habits, especially as these

qualify for the lowest road taxes, but the 
recent gulf between petrol and diesel prices 
at the pumps - exacerbated by UK refiner¬ 
ies being more geared to petrol demand - 
has caused a rally for petrol models. 

VW group brands, for example, have 
introduced convincing and lively yet frugal 
new small and turbocharged low emission 
petrol engines. 

Petrol models are generally cheaper to 
buy than diesels too, so cash-strapped buy¬ 
ers rightly question whether they will do 
enough miles and save enough in fuel and 
road tax to recoup the extra cost of a diesel 
before they sell their new car on.

• Hyundai - the Korean brand is 
now a major player globally and has 
launched a baby car set to assume 
the same status in the city sector; the 
five-door i 10 is a great compact pack¬ 
age offering air con as standard, a 
decent drive plus five-year warranty. 

• Kia - ‘the other Korean’ brand has 
a similar bargain five-door package, 
the little Picanto. Sharply priced and 
well-equipped, it delivers decent 
driving on a short wheelbase. 

• Renault - launched the three-door 


Twingo last year and positioned it as 
a fashion statement as well as an 
economy motor - there is even a hot 
Renaultsport version. Owners can 
customise their car as well as saving 
money by running it. 

• Suzuki - always known for small 
cars, Suzuki boosted its line-up 
recently with a wave of more driver- 
orientated models including the 
impressive Splash, best described as 
a ‘city car MPV 5 due to its compact 
road ‘footprint’, huge interior and 
economy. 

• Toyota - its city car contender is 
the brilliant and tiny Aygo. Available 
in three and five-door formats, a sin¬ 
gle one-litre petrol engine guarantees 
high economy levels and low tax. 

• VW - the three-door Fox city car 
offers good value for a car bearing 
the more premium VW badge and is 
also one of the more elegant solutions 
to the city car formula. 


With pump prices and road taxes 
now straining family budgets, the 
phrase ‘city car’ has also been 
stretched so we have included several 
models that are technically supermi¬ 
ni-size, but sip fuel more like a city 
runabout. 

Crucially, cars in this sector also 
qualify for the lowest road taxes - 
usually £35/year.

The supermini boom has 
really started motoring 


SUPERMINI demand is motoring 
ahead in both the new and used 
car markets, with registrations 
soaring by 120 per cent year on 
year in May alone. 

The common sense appeal of the classic 
supermini - compact, four/five seats and 
three/five doors - grew over the past decade 
anyway, but global warming and the credit 
crunch have focused buyers’ attention upon 
their ability to tackle motorway miles or 
stop/go town traffic with ease, while tradition¬ 
al economy has been boosted by new genera¬ 
tion petrol engines and refined small diesels. 

Some carmakers have taken design cues 
from the MPV sector to further boost the space 


and flexibility that attracts buyers across the 
board: young families, households hunting a 
second car, first time car buyers, or elderly cou¬ 
ples counting the pennies. 

Models to check out: 

• Citroen C2/C3 - the single-minded French 
marque did things its own way in the super¬ 
mini sector with two separate designs - the 
three-door C2 for those wanting a smaller 
and sportier contender, while the larger five- 
door C3 caters for families and those needing 
more space. 

• Hyundai Getz - not the newest car in the 
sector, but keenly priced with a five-year war¬ 
ranty and offered with a good range of 
engines and in three and five-door formats. 

• Kia Rio - more a ‘supersize supermini’ but 
keenly priced in the best traditions of this 


brand, the diesel is smooth and economic. 

• Mazda2 - lightness and aerodynamics, are 
the marque’s watchwords as it does its bit for 
greener motoring, while retaining its sporty 
Zoom-Zoom image. The slippery Mazda2 is 
one of the most stylish of new superminis. 

• Renault Clio - a leader in the supermini 
sector over several generations. The latest car 
is upmarket and spacious and has just had a 
facelift and gained a Sport Tourer (estate), 
but the previous model continues as the 
budget-price Clio Campus. 

• Seat Ibiza - the all-new Ibiza five-door is 
the latest entry to the supermini market and 
signals a move upmarket with a classy interi¬ 
or to match typically sharp lines from VW’s 
sporty Spanish brand. A three-door 
SportCoupe arrives shortly. 


• Skoda - VW’s Czech marque offers the all- 
new five-door Fabia. It is still excellent value 
but smarter than before, well made and 
cheap to run, especially in diesel form. 

• Suzuki Swift - the latest model has all the 
affordability of its predecessors, but is now a 
genuinely capable all-rounder and driver’s 
car with echoes in style of the MINI cult car. 

• Toyota Yaris - once a poor performer in the 
small car stakes, Toyota turned things 
around with the original Yaris. The second 
generation Yaris carries on the style, in three 
and five-door formats. 

• VW Polo - a three or five-door supermini 
long perceived as the quality choice of the 
sector and featuring top notch petrol and 
diesel engines. Ask about the green 
BlueMotion model as pictured here.

FAMILY hatchbacks remain the 
optimum size for most buyers and 
continue to dominate the top 10 
sellers list, especially as carmakers 
bring on greener versions.

Buyers want space, comfort and a good ride, 
but they also demand a good driving experi¬ 
ence - few contenders tick all the boxes.

• BMW 1-Series - BMW has rocked the sec¬ 
tor by offering an everyday hatchback-sized 
car with an executive badge on the bonnet 
and the brand’s driver-orientated rear-wheel 


drive layout. The brand’s eco-friendly 
‘Efficient Dynamics’ package has also slashed 
fuel costs, tax and emissions. 

• Citroen C4 - whether it’s the racy three- 
door Coupe or stylish five-door, the distinctive 
and chic C4 has boosted Citroen in the eyes 
of mainstream car buyers. Great diesel 
engines are part of the popular package. 

• Hyundai i30 - now being recognised as an 
excellent deal; the i30 is well-made and pack¬ 
aged, drives well and has an excellent diesel 
option, yet is still keenly priced with a five- 
year warranty in the Hyundai tradition. 

• Kia Ceed - the Korean car that scared the 
motoring powers that be, the Ceed is a good 
looking, excellent all-rounder that drives well 
and is also offered with a staggering seven- 
year warranty. 


• Mazda3 - available as a five-door hatch¬ 
back and four-door saloon, Mazda’s Zoom 
Zoom contender is a more premium option 
with a good choice of engines and generous 
equipment. 

• Mercedes A-Class - styled more like an 
MPV, the three or five-door A-Class is a far 
more refined and well-made package than 
the first generation car and cuts an upmar¬ 
ket dash in this sector. 

• Renault Megane - the distinctive rear end 
‘bustle’ makes this one of the stand out cars 
of the sector, whether in three or five-door 
form, with great diesel options and scorching 
Renaultsport versions too. 

• Seat Leon - looks like a coupe with its dra¬ 
matic lines and concealed rear door handles, 
but is a spacious yet sporty all-rounder while

• Skoda Octavia - a larger contender that 
almost qualifies for the bigger family car sec¬ 
tor, the latest Octavia confirms the brand’s 
rebirth and also offers an excellent estate 
version, 4x4 options and hot vRS models. 

• Toyota Auris - the long-running Corolla 
name was ditched in favour of this new 
three/five-door car and name, pronounced 
‘Owris’ - also likely to become a by-word for 
dependability. A sharp interior distinguishes 
it from many rivals. 

• VW Golf and Beetle - the Golf is bought 
with the head, the retro Beetle is bought with 
the heart. Check out the turbodiesels for 
their smoothness and power; the latest Golf 
is a real driver’s car with a GTI flagship to 
maintain a great heritage.

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Times tough for the family 
but buyers get more choice 


FAMILY models like the Ford 
Mondeo used to rule the UK car 
market. 

They were designed for company car ‘user 
choosers’, so they could pound motorways dur¬ 
ing the week and cope with the family and 
belongings at weekends or on holiday. 

But the rise of MPVs, 4x4 SUVs and upmar¬ 
ket compact executive cars has eroded market 
share and there is now far more choice in this 
middle ground, with sporty estate versions 
also gaining more sales, though some of the 
latter are so-called ‘lifestyle’ models expected 
to say more about the owner and his/her 
image rather than carry serious loads. 

Diesel is also the preferred option in a sector 
where economy and lower emissions saves 
serious cash. 

Interesting performers include: 

• BMW 3-Series - whether the four-door 
saloon, two-door coupe, silky convertible or 
stylish Touring (estate), the 3-Series endows 
status and delivers on the brand’s ‘ultimate 
driving machine’ claim. Efficient Dynamics 
eco-technology makes it greener too. 

• Citroen C5 and C6 - the all-new C5 is a 
head turner that Citroen has marketed as 
‘German’ to highlight the quality and style of 
the car. For those needing something bigger, 
the executive class C6 is a worthy descendant 
to the legendary DS. 

• Hyundai Sonata - a five-year warranty and 
loads of kit for a modest price make the 
Sonata a familiar formula from the Korean 
carmaker. 

• Kia Magentis - typical value for money 
package from the Korean value brand that

• Mercedes-Benz C-Class - A ‘class act’, the 
latest ‘C’ marks a return to form for one of 
the stalwarts of the compact executive sector 
of the market and the estate is a proper load 
lugger rather than a rakish but less effective 
‘lifestyle’ model. 

• Renault Laguna - the third generation 
hatch and sporty estate carries on the 
model’s tradition of value with lots of kit and 
some of the newest technology. 

• Seat Toledo - offered as an ‘alternative 
family saloon’ with the Spanish marque’s dis¬ 
tinctive sweeping lines, the Toledo is really 
an MPV with a boot. 

• Skoda Superb - it might not have a pres¬ 
tige badge, but it offers lots of comfort at a 
bargain price and arrives in September with 
a boot lid that hinges again to offer hatch¬ 
back versatility - a future star. 

• Toyota Avensis - a bulletproof range of 
refined saloons and estates that has benefit¬ 
ed from input by the Japanese giant’s Lexus 
luxury brand. Diesel options are attractive 
too. 

• VW Passat - the latest Passat saloon, 
estate and CC Coupe range is already attack¬ 
ing prestige rivals. It is classy, drives well and 
offers lots of space, though the scale of the car 
may persuade some buyers to consider the 
smaller Jetta lookalike.

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Clever ‘crossover’ style now 
blurs MPV and 4x4 sectors 


SALES of classic family cars have 
been pole-axed by the rise of people 
carrier/MPVs and 4x4s/SUVs. 

Both shared a higher driving position, but 
the first majored on space and versatility, 
while the second stood for butch styling and ‘go 
anywhere/great outdoors’ ability. The two 
types have merged increasingly since then 
into what the industry calls ‘crossovers’, so we 
have merged our pick of them too: 

• BMW - has created an X’ sub-brand of 
SUVs with good driving manners. The X5 has 
the MPV-style capacity to seat seven, while 
the X3 attacks the compact 4x4 sector and X6 
seeks to suggest a new SUV coupe niche. 

• Citroen - using the Picasso sub-brand, the 
marque has become a major player in MPVs 
and offers six models: the bargain Berlingo 
First and Multispace, original five-seat Xsara 
Picasso, C4 Picasso 5-7-seaters and big C8... 
not forgetting the smart C-Crosser 4x4 SUV. 

• Daihatsu - need an MPV that looks differ¬ 
ent? Try the retro Materia, spacious within 
compact dimensions. On the 4x4 front the 
company offers the Terios - compact and 
affordable for off-roading as well as everyday 
motoring. 

• Hyundai - there can be few cheaper MPVs 
than the Korean marque’s five-seat Matrix, 
but value is also the appeal of the SUV/4x4 
line-up: the compact Tucson - available with 
economical two-wheel drive or 4x4 - the high¬ 
ly-regarded 5-7-seat Santa Fe and the rugged 
Terracan. 

• Kia - is a value star in both of these sub¬ 
sectors, offering the space-efficient 5-7-seat 
Carens and Sedona MPVs and compact

Sportage SUV - with seven-year warranty - 
and highly capable Sorento for serious off- 
roading. 

• Mazda - in keeping with its sporty Zoom- 
Zoom image, Mazda has racy contenders in 
the seven-seat Mazda5 MPV - with sliding 
doors for access to the rearmost seats - and 
the ‘GT’-style CX-7 SUV model. 

• Mercedes-Benz - the three-pointed star 
brand prefers to call the B-Class a Sport 
Tomer, but it’s more like a cross between 


family car and MPV, while the bigger R-Class 
crosses between MPV and SUV, with the 4x4 
sector being challenged by the company’s now 
legendary M-Class and the huge seven-seat 
GL. 

• Renault - regarded as the inventor of 
MPVs, the Espace is still its champion people 
carrier, but there is also the mid-size Scenic 
and Grand Scenic as well as budget Kangoo. 
It entered the 4x4 market just weeks ago, but 
the new Koleus looks and works well on and 
off-road. 

• Seat - the Spanish brand has shown MPVs 
can be sporty, starting with the racy Altea - 
also sold in stretched XL form - and stepping 
up to booted Toledo and large Alhambra. And 
there’s a 4x4 Altea XL version - the 
Freetrack. 

• Skoda - reviewed the small MPV market 
and married a car-like front with a boxy and 


spacious MPV rear - the ‘room’ that inspired 
the name Roomster. For 4x4 capability, check 
out the all-wheel-drive Octavia Estate and 
high-riding Scout versions. 

• Suzuki - the budget 4x4 specialist, Suzuki 
offers one of the cheapest go anywhere cars 
in the Jimny, but there is also the rather 
more refined two and four-wheel drive SX4 
and rugged yet classy Grand Vitara. 

• Toyota - one of the finest seven-seat midi- 
MPVs comes in the form of the aptly named 
Verso, but Toyota also offers the Land Cruiser 
brand for ultimate off-roading and the excel¬ 
lent RAV4 - the original ‘GTI 4x4’. 

• VW - the 5-7-seat Sharan remains VW’s 
flagship MPV, but the Toman offers the same 
seating capacity and car-like handling, while 
VW is also now a 4x4 star with the big 
Touareg and new and highly capable Toman 
mid-range SUV.

IT must be some comfort in these 
straitened times that some people 
can still afford fun motoring, even 
if the days of real ‘petrolhead’ 
motoring may die out long term. 

It’s also worth remembering that features 
first seen on performance cars end up boosting 
the effectiveness of more mundane models. 

And, as shown by our selection of marques 
and models, a little sporty number does not 
need to cost the earth to buy or run either: 

• BMW - might be re-inventing itself as a 
green champion with its ‘Efficient Dynamics’ 
eco-motoring systems, but it still makes excit¬ 
ing performance cars. The latest 1-Series 
coupe and convertible models are relatively 
affordable, while the big 6-Series coupe and 
convertible is the company’s director-level 
contestant, with the Z4 roadster and coupe 
sisters offering seat of the pants thrills. 

• Daihatsu Copen - just £11,495 buys a 
state-of-the-art coupe with a folding hardtop 
and a lively little engine, but it is a bit of a 
squeeze, even for two. 

• Hyundai Coupe - typically good value 
sports car from the Korean value brand. It 
has evolved from an ugly duckling into a gen¬ 
uinely good-looking car too. 

• Mazda - the brand claims to hold a quarter 
of the UK sports car market with its unique 


rotary-engine four-door/four-seat RX-8 coupe 
and the MX-5 roadster. The latter started the 
latest open-top boom in the UK, it is now 
offered with folding hardtop or fabric roof. 

• Mercedes-Benz - the German brand has 
launched coupes and cabriolets to attack all 
areas of the market in recent years, from the 
lovely-looking folding hardtop SLK to the 
mid-range CLK Coupe and Cabrio through to 
the legendary SL, also with folding hardtop. 
For luxury plus sport, there is the CL Coupe 
and eye-catching four-door CLS Coupe. 

• MG - the legendary sports car brand rises 
from the dead (again) for the new reg. Now 
Chinese-owned, the UK’s former best-selling 
sports car, the MGTF roadster, returns with a 
keen price, lots of kit and styling tweaks plus 
all of the mid-engine handling class that 
made it such a star. 

• Renault Megane Coupe Cabrio - a slickly 
styled true four-seat folding hardtop model 
that is affordable and cheap to run thanks to 
the option of several diesel engines. 

• VW - has launched three coupe models in 
just two years. The first was the Golf-based 
but individually-styled Eos folding hardtop 
four-seater, with its excellent driving charac¬ 
teristics and the option of serious power as 
well as ‘sensible’ choices. This year has seen 
the return of the Scirocco coupe name in style 
and the stunning Passat CC four-door coupe 
as a cut-price rival to the Mercedes CLS.

AS halo models go, Renault’s forth¬ 
coming Laguna Coupe glows more 
righteously than most. 

And it needs to, because the current and 
rather humdrum Laguna hatchback and 
estate need every bit of charisma they can get 
by association with this new Coupe. 

The newcomer is due here in October with 
two new Renault-Nissan Alliance engines: a 
3.5-litre V6 240bhp petrol and similarly potent 
3.0 V6 dCi 235bhp diesel. 

Unlike most of its everyday namesake sis¬ 
ters, the Coupe is also claimed to be a driver’s 
delight with an ‘Active Drive’ chassis 
equipped with four-wheel steering - as fitted 
to the Renault Laguna GT hatch and estate 
models - for peak handling and manoeuvra¬ 
bility and braking control. 

But it is the car’s elegant styling, with full 
four-seat ability that is most likely to court 
buyers’ attention, as it did when unveiled at 
the Frankfurt Motor Show in September 2007. 

Simple flowing lines and a curvaceous 
glazed area are given an aggressive slant 
by big 17 or 18-inch alloys and pronounced 




creases on the long bonnet and above the sills. 

However, Renault is also keen to shout 
about what is under the bonnet, proclaiming 
that the new V6 performance diesel should 
“become a benchmark in terms of perform¬ 
ance and driving pleasure” - a clear 
challenge to arch-rival Peugeot-Citroen’s 
classy 2.7 V6 turbodiesel unit created in 
association with Ford. 


Though the car will be launched with just 
the two closely-matched petrol or diesel alter¬ 
natives, the French marque promises that the 
Laguna Coupe will also be available quite 
soon with other engines already seen in the 
mainstream Laguna line-up.

STEVELOADER 


AN absence of 14 years is blasted 
away in September with the hurri¬ 
cane force of its namesake wind, 
when the VW Scirocco returns to 
the UK market. 

The driver-orientated original and its edgy 
Giorgetto Giugiaro-designed body made a huge 
impact in 1974, to be followed by an equally 
popular, though arguably less dramatic Mark 
II in 1981. 

The latter was supplanted and eventually 
replaced by the much-missed and more muscu¬ 
lar Corrado in 1993 - this in turn, was axed 
three years later. 

And then nothing...until now, with VW 
evoking the status of the original dynasty 


as well as trumpeting the newcomer: it 
says the new Scirocco’s dramatic styling 
clothes the “most dynamic and technologi¬ 
cally advanced production coupe 
Volkswagen has ever built”. 


Priced from around £20,500, the original 
Scirocco formula is carried over: sharp coupe 
styling, four seats, practical hatchback boot 
and sharp and responsive dynamics, with a 
distinctive difference - the VW roundel has 


moved from grille to bonnet to allow a sharper 
and more aerodynamic nose. 

The 292-litre boot compares well with the 
current Golf hatchback’s 350 though folding 
the rear seats to extend this to 755, compared 
with the Golfs 1,305, shows the penalty of the 
rakish coupe rear. 

But load-carrying is a bonus rather than an 
essential for this eye-catching new car and 
VW stresses that the Scirocco has two con¬ 
toured rear seats and decent headroom and, 
while it looks big, wide and low slung, has a 
road footprint to compare with the current 
Golf GTI. 

The coupe’s hatch is topped by a subtle aero¬ 
dynamic wing and buyers can specify a 
panoramic sunroof to enhance what is claimed 
to be an airy interior for a coupe. 

The new Scirocco launches here with a tur¬ 
bocharged 198bhp 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
petrol engine married to either a six-speed 
manual or six-speed twin-clutch DSG auto 
gearbox. Common rail diesel and more petrol 
engines are promised before the end of 2008. 


Subaru Legacy goes flat out for diesel sales 


SUBARU has made its excellent new 
diesel engine available on the Legacy 
saloon (from £19,995) in a move that 
could pay big dividends, writes Steve 
Loader. 

The Japanese all-wheel drive special¬ 
ist’s big estates - the Legacy version and 
high-riding Outback sister - gained the 
powerplant first in a move calculated to 
keep regular Subaru customers happy. 

But the saloon’s acquisition should 
help Subaru grow market share with 
new recruits to its star cluster badge, 
after struggling against upmarket rivals 
due to a lack of diesel power as an alter¬ 


native to the relative thirstiness of its 
bigger petrol engines. 

Having driven the new diesel recently 
in the Outback, we can confirm that this 
engine delivers all of the usual benefits 
of Subaru’s 40-year devotion to horizon¬ 
tally-opposed cylinder or ‘boxer’ engines 
and more. 

This layout gives the car a lower centre 
of gravity and lively performance, but 
the benefits to a diesel from the boxer’s 
lower vibration and smoothness makes 
the saloon, in particular, a serious execu¬ 
tive car contender with the benefit of 4x4 
thrown in. Subaru claims the engine is so 


quiet on the move that the quoted 70.5 
decibels is actually lower than a Rolls- 
Royce Phantom’s. 

The 2.0-litre horizontally-opposed 
engine develops 148bhp and class-lead¬ 
ing economy and exhaust emissions, 
averaging more than 50mpg with 148 
g/km C02. Performance is also impres¬ 
sive at 129mph maximum and 0-60mph 
in 8.3 seconds. 

Standard kit includes electrically-fold¬ 
ing door mirrors, foglamps, MP3/CD sys¬ 
tem, dual-zone climate control, cruise 
control, active head restraints and front, 
side and curtain airbags.

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OUR first reviews of Hyundai’s all- 
new ilO baby car suggested that 
the Korean carmaker’s sales fore¬ 
casts were too conservative. 

It is now clear that the projections were dic¬ 
tated by the company’s ability to meet demand 
as car ownership soars globally at a time of 
higher oil prices. 

Hyundai claims that all UK dealerships have 
waiting lists for ilOs though, perversely, claims 
that a new 1.2-litre engine option for 
September will allow production to increase 
and better meet demand. 

We haven’t yet driven this version, but 
Hyundai says it is more refined and livelier than 
the 1.1-litre tested here, without penalties in 
fuel economy, emissions or major price increases 
- trading up from 1.1 to 1.2 costs £150-200, so 
the 1.1 option’s days look numbered. 

The 1.2 also maintains the ilO line-up’s 
compliance with road tax band-B (£35/year), 
at least in manual transmission form, while 
gaining a fifth more pulling power - top 
speed rises from 94 to 102mph and the test 
car’s glacial 0-62mph of 15.6 seconds is 
pruned to a ‘real world’ 12.8 seconds better 


suited to cut and thrust urban driving and 
emerging from junctions. 

Other tweaks include some trim improve¬ 
ments and the option to add ESP (electronic 


stability programme) although, as we report 
here, the little ilO is no slouch in the handling 
department.

compared with the Kia. 

Contrasts with the Picanto are even sharper 
on-road; the Kia performs adequately for a 
short car where balancing ride quality and 
chassis dynamics is always a tough call, but 
the i 10 is a class higher around town even if 
motorway refinement could be better - though 
Hyundai says the new 1.2-litre makes a better 
fist of this. 

Interior ‘space engineering’ is impressive, 
comfort levels are good and this high-roof car 
can be crammed like a van when the rear 
seats are folded. 


Some of the textured trimming looks cheap 
though and the steering wheel feels low rent; 
as the most touched control, Hyundai should 
have tried harder and it is interesting to note 
that range upgrades now include a leather- 
trimmed wheel for flagship Style models - I 
think we can expect the same feature to trick¬ 
le downwards as ilO availability starts to 
match demand. 

There is no street cred in the styling 
either, but the big deal is a £6,745-8,345 
price range - which limits the number of 
five-door rivals (see below) - air con as stan¬ 
dard, a potential average of nearly 60mpg 


and Hyundai’s worry-free five-year/unlimit¬ 
ed mileage warranty. 

‘Price walks’ - as the trade likes to call them 
- between trims are just £500 so mid-priced 
Comfort models look great value until you see 
that the same again buys the almost luxuri¬ 
ously-appointed £7,595 Style flagship, adding 
electric windows all round, alloys, heated front 
seats, powered sunroof, under floor luggage 
box and rear spoiler. 

As Hyundai points out, such an equipment 
list would have been restricted to cars costing 
twice the price 10 years ago. 

So, providing supply really can start meeting

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‘Officiency’ is no paper tiger 


PAPER mountains should be con¬ 
quered and eroded down, according 
to Government-funded sustainable 
business programme Envirowise. 

It’s urging South East businesses to think 
twice about trigger-happy printing, saying 
more than half of all office workers admit to 
wasteffilly printing documents - with up to 
120 billion pages being printed every year. 

Paper, it says, has become one of the biggest 
waste challenges facing UK offices with about 
half of all office waste being paper-based. 

A massive 4.7 million tonnes of paper and 
board is entering the waste system each year 
in the UK. And contrary to the expected trend 
towards the paperless office, the UK consumes 
about 12.5 million tonnes of paper and board 
annually. 

So Envirowise is calling on office workers, 
who on average each get through more than 
22 pages a day, to do more to combat paper 
wastage. Holly Firmin, South East regional 
manager, said: “Unnecessary printing of

emails, multiple copies, single-sided printing 
and the sending of massive documents to the 
printer, which are unlikely to be read, are just 
some of the results of accidental printing.” 

The cost of generating office waste to busi¬ 
nesses can be as much as four per cent of 
turnover. 

Envirowise says that the true cost of waste 
can actually be between five and ten times the 
cost to a business of disposing of it. 

Ms Firmin said: “Most offices will find they 
can reduce waste costs by about 20 per cent 
through simple no-cost or low-cost actions.” 

Can you spot your colleagues here? 

• The Pointless Printer: prints everything 
because they like to have a hard copy of all 
documents, even emails. 

• The Competitive Printer: the bigger the pile 
of what they perceive to be “crucial” docu¬ 
ments, the more important they think they 
look. 



WHAT A WASTE: But there are easy ways to

• The Old School Printer: can’t comment on an 
email request without printing it and thinks it 
is impossible to edit documents on screen. 
They can only do so by printing off and writing 
amends on the paper copy.

•The Sneaky Printer: aware they are over¬ 
printing but can’t live without their paper.

•The Perfect Printer: uses double-sided recy¬ 
cled paper, only prints what is essential and 
likes to share documents with the team.

Ignore green concerns at 
your peril, firms warned 


SOUTH East consumers claim they are get¬ 
ting more environmentally conscious, but 
nearly a third say they wouldn’t pay more in 
shops for a “greener” basket of goods. 

According to research conducted for 
KPMG, two out of every five people are pre¬ 
pared to pay extra for eco-friendly goods and 
services in shops, which could put about £10 
more a week on the regular shopping bill. 

But more than a half say they wouldn’t, 
with 29 per cent saying definitely not. 

The survey of more than 2,000 adults, car¬ 
ried out for KPMG by YouGov in the ITV 
Meridian region, found that 91 per cent 
believe they have become more environmen¬ 
tally conscious in the last five years. 

More recycling at home was reported by 87 
per cent, followed by using more efficient 
devices such as low-energy light bulbs (68 
per cent) and using fewer plastic bags (72 
per cent) as the most common measures. 


But deeper changes, such as changing 
transport and travel behaviours, have yet to 
take hold. Only 23 per cent say they take 
more public transport now than five years 
ago, only 12 per cent fly less, and just eight 
per cent say they have bought a low-emission 
car. Paul Gresham, senior partner for 
KPMG, said: “The good news for environ¬ 
mentalists is that the green message has cer¬ 
tainly got through to people and behaviours 
in the region have changed. 

“The bad news is that most people are still 
at kase camp’, with relatively small domestic 


measures such as recycling more and fitting 
low-energy light bulbs. More fundamental 
behaviours such as transport attitudes are 
much harder to tackle and will take time.” 

Perceptions of corporate efforts to be green¬ 
er are not highly favourable. Three quarters 
of respondents rated companies’ efforts to 
reduce their packaging as poor, 57 per cent 
were not impressed by efforts to reduce the 
environmental impact of their transport 
operations, and 43 per cent rated efforts to 
cut energy use as poor. 

Companies received highest ratings on use 


of online communications over paper - 33 
per cent rated their efforts in this area as 
good or very good - and recycling, with 32 per 
cent rating them as good or very good. 

Interestingly, older respondents tended to 
give more critical assessments of companies’ 
performance than younger age groups. 

Mr Gresham said: “There are important 
messages here for business. Consumers feel 
that there is more for companies to do in 
reducing their environmental impact. 

“That is probably inevitable, as tackling 
carbon emissions is a long-term issue that 
can’t be solved by quick fixes. It is a sus¬ 
tained process over time that can significant¬ 
ly reinforce brand and trust. 

“Is the environment in danger of slipping 
down the corporate agenda in these chal¬ 
lenging economic times? It remains a big 
issue for consumers, so businesses will 
ignore it at their peril.”

Landlords flouting 
deposit legislation 


NEARLY two out of every three landlords 
in the South East and London are breaking 
the law by failing to properly protect their 
tenants’ deposits, research has revealed. 

A survey by the Deposit Protection Service (DPS) found 
63 per cent of landlords in the region willing to admit 
openly to prospective tenants that they were not regis¬ 
tered with any deposit protection scheme - as required by 
law. 

Not only is tenants’ money being put at risk but land¬ 
lords are also leaving themselves open to hefty fines.

Although the South East is by no means the worst area 
- the figures in the North and North West were 80 per 
cent and 76 per cent respectively - it was beaten only by 
Wales, the East and the East Midlands in all nine Eng¬ 
lish and Welsh regions. 

Across England and Wales, 62 per cent of landlords had 
not registered their deposits, 18 per cent were registered 
with DPS, 14 per cent with other schemes - and amazing¬ 
ly six per cent did not know about deposit protection leg¬ 
islation. The DPS carried out the survey after mounting 
evidence that landlords were continuing to keep the 
deposits “in their back pockets” despite it being a clear 
breach of the law which came in 15 months ago. 

Kevin Firth, client services director, said: 
“These figures are staggering. What is par¬ 
ticularly shocking is that when asked, land¬ 
lords were willing to openly admit that they 
were flouting the law, either by design or 
through ignorance. 

“Fifteen months after the legislation was 
introduced there is no excuse for failing to 
properly protect your tenants’ deposits. 

“Landlords need to understand that fail¬ 
ing to register a deposit is quite simply an 
unlawful act and ignorance is no defence.” 

The DPS itself works by holding a ten¬ 
ant’s deposit for the term of the tenancy. At 
the end of the rental period, the deposit, 
and a portion of the interest it has accumu¬ 
lated, is paid back to whoever is entitled to 
it. The remaining interest is used to fund 
the service. 

The DPS has already returned interest 
payments of more than £450,000 at the end 
of tenancies. Under the legislation, land¬ 
lords who fail to register a deposit face 
being fined up to three times the value of 
the deposit and losing their eviction rights.

Not making a will 
is an act of folly

ONE in every two people in England 
and Wales has not made a will. 

That statistic comes from National Consumer 
Council research which reveals that more than 27 
million of us have not taken the crucial step. 

Also, less than a third of people aged 65 and over 
- 30 per cent, which represents more than 2.5 mil¬ 
lion people with a life expectancy of less than 20 
years - have made a will. 

The survey found that more than four out of five 
cohabitating couples have not made a will, almost 
four in five households with dependent children 
also haven’t, while only 27 per cent of people on 
low-incomes have made a will compared with 70 
per cent of higher earners. 

Graham Edwards, partner in the private client 
team at law firm Buss Murton, has high¬ 
lighted this worrying situation and the 
possible loss it may cause to families and 
children after changes announced by 
Chancellor Alastair Darling now going 
through Parliament. 

“They will ease the potential inheri¬ 
tance tax burden on many families 
proposals will potentially allow a mar¬ 
ried couple, or those in a civil partner¬ 
ship, to double their inheritance tax 
allowance - but they do not in any way 
reduce the need to ensure that you make 
a valid will before you die,” he said.

“They affect only the tax that may be payable. 
The problems that may be caused to those you 
leave behind have not been eased at all.” 

Many people assume their estate will automat¬ 
ically go to their spouse, partner or next of kin. 
This is not necessarily the case. From the point of 
view of inheritance, a “next of kin” has no special 
status and may receive nothing at all. 

Mr Edwards, who works in the firm’s Tunbridge 
Wells office, said: “If you do not make a will, a spe¬ 
cial set of rules, known as the intestacy rules, will 
decide how your estate is to be divided. 

“These rules dictate who gets what. It’s really 
an old-fashioned form of the lottery. You won’t be 
around to be a winner, but those you may not 
want to win will be. 

“The only way to ensure your estate goes to 
those you want to benefit is to make a will. It can 
avoid the possibility of disputes, but just because 
you may have made a will doesn’t mean you need 
do nothing more. 

‘You should update your will, particularly if 
your personal or domestic circumstances change. 

“It is a speedy and inexpensive process and can 
ensure those you leave behind remember you 
fondly, rather than spending their inheritance on 
legal fees arguing for their share in court.”

One of my employees has had a lot of 
sick leave recently, what should I do? 

D The first step is to hold an initial investi¬ 
gation in order to establish the cause of 
ill-health. Where there are allegations 
which involve other employees, for example bul¬ 
lying and harassment, investigations need to be 
made in accordance with the company's policies 
and procedures. Where a situation of long term 
absence arises it is advisable to do the following: 

1. Maintain appropriate levels of contact with 
your employee. However try to keep the right 
balance between showing concern and offering 
support, and keeping sufficient distance so that 
the employee does not feel pressured. 


2. Think about what steps, if any, can be taken 
to support your employee in a return to work, or 
whether it has become more likely that he/she 
will not return. A phased return to work may be 
recommended and return to work interviews are 
also advisable. 

3. Review entitlement to sick pay and the exercise 
of any discretion in your sick pay scheme. 

4. Obtain medical advice and discuss this with 
your employee. 

5. Decide whether you should initiate steps to 
terminate your employee's employment. If you 
decide to terminate his/her employment, it is 
very important that all the necessary steps (in¬ 


cluding the Statutory Disciplinary and Dismissal 
Procedure) are followed, to ensure that you are 
protected from any claims your employee might 
bring, particularly for unfair dismissal and dis¬ 
ability discrimination. 

A sickness absence policy is useful to have as it 
will make your employees aware of the steps that 
you will take to manage sickness absence.

In addition to fitness, the demands 
made on the players will be a factor in her 
decision. 

She said: “People have jobs and lives, [the 
players] have sacrificed quite a lot already 
but it feels like they want more. The flip side 
is we made a commitment for a year and fin¬ 
ished sixth, so how much better would we be 
with a commitment of two or three years? 

“After finishing sixth I feel hockey is on the 
up and I would hate to say enough’s enough 
and the team went on to win things. I would 
be gutted.”

The highs and lows on the 
track to an Olympic dream 


While gold medallist Jamie Staff celebrates fulfilling an Oly mp ic dream, sports 
rep orter TOM HOWARD reveals how the Kent athlete almost gave up the sp ort

FROM Brabourne to Beijing, 
Kent cyclist Jamie Staff showed 
the Olympic spirit lives on as he 
finally clinched his ultimate tri¬ 
umph of claiming gold at the 
games. 

Just two weeks ago in the Lao Shan Velo¬ 
drome in Beijing, 25 years of cycling came to 
fruition, as Staff crossed the line to claim 
gold in the team sprint with Chris Hoy and 
Jason Kenny. 

The 35-year-old returned to England on 
Monday with the rest of Team GB and is still 
coming to terms with the culmination of his 
life-long dream. 

Staff said: “It is like the final chapter to get 
that Olympic medal everyone dreams about. 
If something was to happen to me I could 
retire from the sport happy. 

“The second Chris crossed the line I start¬ 
ed crying in my helmet and I was ecstatic. 
The last four years of training flashes before 
you and there is that sense of accomplish¬ 
ment. 

“At Heathrow the British Airways staff 
lined the runway and it gave me a sense of 
the magnitude of our achievement. 

“Everything is just so surreal, the special 
flight back and the gold nose on the plane.” 

For Staff his Olympic story began in 
Brabourne, Ashford, taking up BMX racing 
at the age of nine with the Folkestone Flyers 
Club. He turned professional and moved to 
America where he became world champion 
in 1996. 

However, after racing BMXs for 19 years, 


the lure of the Olympic Games led Staff to 
switch to track cycling in 2002. Within a year 
he became team sprint world champion. 

He said: “I was getting older and with BMX 
you get a lot of injuries. My heart was not in 
it. 


“I had a go at track cycling and I didn’t 
think I would be any good, but I turned out 
to be okay. I got into the GB team and before 
I knew it I was in the Commonwealth Games 
in 2002.” 

Things did not go all Staff’s way, however, 


| as dreams of an Olympic gold were shattered 
| in Athens in 2004. 

o The experience left a bitter taste in his 
mouth and saw him quit the sport he loves 
for six months following a harsh disqualifica¬ 
tion. Staff went into the games as favourite 
for a medal in the Keirin and the team sprint 
after a successful season. 

He said: “To be disqualified for the move I 
did which, I did not think was bad at all, was 
very harsh. I couldn’t believe it. 

“I was pretty bitter and didn’t ride a bike 
for six months and moved back to America 
with my wife. I left Athens not really inter¬ 
ested in the sport. 

“It was only the manager of the GB cycling 
team who got me back into it. He got me on 
a bike and I still was not interested. He said, 
‘give it a week’ and as soon as I was riding 
again I was enjoying it. In a few months I 
was world champion in 2005 and addicted 
again.” 

A further four years of hard training led to 
his success in Beijing, where he was part of a 
record breaking medal haul by the Great 
Britain cycling team, which won seven golds. 
Staff feels the feat may never be achieved or 
bettered, but is hoping to be proved wrong in 
London 2012. 

“I am going to sit down with my wife and 
talk about it before I make decision to com¬ 
pete at 2012,” he said. “I would be 39 but it 
has been done before. I still love the sport 
and I am going to take it a year at a time. I 
may consider becoming a coach at some point 
in the future.”

England captain CHARLOTTE EDWARDS reflects on the 
strength of her team and the future of women’s cricket

B EING captain of 
your country can 
often be full of 
ups and downs, 
but the England team 
are on the crest of a 
wave and we seem to be 
peaking at just the right 
time. 

We did really well to win the 
NatWest Women’s International 
Twenty20 series 3-0 coming off 
the back of the NatWest 
Women’s Series that was also 
against the South Africans. 

Before Saturday’s game with 
India, we have won 11 games in 
a row, which has included four 
series wins against South 
Africa, New Zealand, Australia 
and the West Indies. I’m not sure 
I can put my finger on the rea¬ 
son for our success, but I imag¬ 
ine a lot of it is down to the play¬ 
ers all enjoying playing together 
and the team spirit we have. The 
players seem to raise their game 
when we need them to and it 
looks like we are peaking ahead 
of what is going be a really big 
year, not just for us, but women’s 
cricket in general. 

There is no real secret to our 
success, but I guess having a set¬ 
tled team helps, as we have kept 
pretty much the same side for 
the last couple of years. The 
young players were all given a 
chance to learn their roles in the 
side and we stuck with them 
through thick and thin. Now it is 
really paying off. 

People are beginning to notice 
us and take more interest in us 
and with the ICC Women’s 
World Cup and ICC World 
Twenty20 coming up, hopefully 
people can see what we are 
capable of doing in playing some 
good, exciting cricket. 


You never get the recognition 
you deserve if you are to com¬ 
pare it to the men’s game, but 
that is something we have 
learnt to live with. 

Twenty20 is a format I have 
always enjoyed because you 
either get runs or you don’t. So 
far it is going well for me in 
Twenty20, with 154 runs in 
three innings, and long may that 
continue. Batters have to go for 
runs so I think perhaps it’s more 
of a difficult game for us, but on 
the whole I seem to perform bet¬ 
ter under pressure and maybe 
that has helped me. 


I enjoy opening the batting in 
Twenty20 and this is something 
I will continue to do. I am not the 
quickest between the wickets so 
opening up allows me to play 
some shots early on to try and 
get us off to a flyer in the first six 
overs and, thankfully, so far it 
has worked out well for both me 
and the team. 

Next year is a huge year for 
the women’s game. We take on 
the Australians in defence of the 
Ashes we won last year, as well 
as the ICC Women’s World Cup 
and the ICC World Twenty20. 

We will have played all the 


3 best teams before then so that 
| will give us a good indication of 
> where we are at. 

< We are all excited about the 
m chance to play the Twenty20 
^ semi-final and final before the 
men’s at The Oval, Trent Bridge 
and Lord’s next year - but we 
have to get there first. 

It will be a new experience 
playing in front of a packed-out 
crowd and millions of people 
watching on television, but I 
really feel Twenty20 is the best 
format for us to show what we 
can do. 

The games will not only be a 
chance to play in front of a big 
crowd, it is perhaps more impor¬ 
tant than that. The media cover¬ 
age will help give the women’s 
game an added boost and help 
put us on the centre stage. I am 
sure this will have a massive 
impact on our game. 

We began our one-day series 
with the Indians yesterday, 
which will be tough as they are 
one of the best teams in the 
world. They have not toured as 
well as they would have liked in 
England as they are strong at 
home, but they will be a much 
tougher test than the South 
Africans and we will have to be 
at our best to beat them. 

I have really enjoyed captain¬ 
ing the side over the last two 
years and being a part of a suc¬ 
cessful team. 

I often get asked about my 
captaincy style and how I would 
best describe it. To be honest, it’s 
difficult to explain. All I would 
say is that I am quite hard on 
the girls, but I try to be fair at 
the same time. All I want is for 
them to enjoy themselves and 
make the most of the opportuni¬ 
ty because we give up a lot to 
play the game. 

I try to lead from the front and 
feel I have matured as both a 
cricketer and a captain and am 
really looking forward to the 
year ahead and all the chal¬ 
lenges it will bring.

WHILE the rest of the country suffers with the 
effects of the credit crunch, football clubs con¬ 
tinue to buy and sell before the transfer win¬ 
dow slams shut tomorrow.

Southall, Stuart Lewis 
and Charlie Howard to 9° out on loan 
are yet to have gone out on loan. 

Stimson is still after a striker from League 
One but isn’t holding out hope of landing him 
before Monday’s deadline. 

He said: ‘We will probably have to balance 
the books but if someone did pop up - that 
striker who is still not dead and buried - if 
something could materialise there, then it 
might be a goer for us.” 

The scramble for players before the transfer 
window and having to deal with agents is not 
something Stimson is a big fan of. 

He said: “It’s hectic. It is one of those where 
it goes crazy for a period of time when you are 
never off your phone, making calls trying to 
get players in. Agents obviously want the best 
deal for the player, but don’t always have the 
player’s best interest at heart as they are look¬ 
ing for the pound note. 

“I think like most managers we would rather 
not have transfer windows because it doesn’t 
get as hectic or crazy and being rushed into 
something that perhaps you would regret in 
three months’ time.”

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LISA Dobriskey has thanked 
Kent on Sunday readers for their 
“overwhelming” support during 
the Olympic Games in Beijing. 

The Ashford-born athlete finished an ago¬ 
nizing fourth in the 1500-metre final last 
Saturday in the Birds Nest Stadium. 

Although she narrowly missed out on a 
medal, her Olympic adventure captured the 
imagination of the county as they followed 
her progress at the games on television and 
through her exclusive online blog at 
www.kentnews.co.uk. 

Dozens of comments were left by 
supporters on our site and on the 
day of the final, the Julie Rose 
Athletics Stadium opened its 
doors for fans to watch her 
first-ever Olympic final. 

After the final Dobriskey 
returned to England with the 
rest of Team GB and has strug¬ 
gled to come to terms with the sup¬ 
port she received. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “The support 
has been fantastic and has been overwhelm¬ 
ing. I have never had so many messages of 
encouragement. 

Amazing 


“As an athlete it is nice to read the odd lit¬ 
tle message asking how I am doing, but the 
scale whilst the Olympics was going on was 
amazing. I would like to say thank you to 
everyone in Ashford and the rest of the coun¬ 
ty who have been supporting me. I do feel I 
have let them all down really for not picking 
up a medal though.” 

Dobriskey still feels frustrated for missing 
the point to attack and finishing in fourth 
place in the final. The 24-year-old admitted 
she felt the occasion got to her when she 
stood on the start line. 

She said: “I have watched the race over 
about 10 times and it is bit annoying really 
why I didn’t push at the point I should have. 
There are lots of ifs and huts but that is 
sport. I will have to build on this experience. 

“Finishing fourth is so close to getting a 
medal. I know if I had pushed or changed my 
tactics I would probably have got there. One 
of the problems I think was the occasion. It 
got to me a bit. 

“I have not raced on a stage quite as big as 
that before and during the season I have not 
raced in such big arenas. I was not really 
used to racing in those conditions.” 

The Ashford athlete went into the games 
as a potential medal prospect after record¬ 
ing an unofficial personal best in a training 
race against men. On the eve of the 
Olympics, former Olympic 1500m champi-

on Dame Kelly Holmes had tipped her to 
pick up a medal. 

Dobriskey has now vowed to follow in the 
footsteps of Holmes, who finished fourth in 
her first Olympic final in Atlanta 1996. She 
believes she can use the disappointment and 
the experience of Beijing to inspire her for 
London 2012. 

She added: “I can use the fourth place to 
help drive me on to 2012. Kelly Holmes fin¬ 
ished fourth in her first Olympics at Atlanta 
and she went on to win in 2004. 

“The whole Olympic experience in Beijing 
was a bit overwhelming and like a whirlwind. 
I went into the games thinking fourth or even 
a top six would be a very good result for 


me as these are the best athletes in the world. 

“After I got into the final I started to 
feel the expectation of perhaps being a 
potential medallist and it got to me a lit¬ 
tle bit. I cannot dwell on the negative 
side, I have got to take the positives from 
the Olympic experience and not get 
dragged down by it.” 

For Dobriskey the rest from competing will 
be short lived as she competes in the 
Gateshead Grand Prix, which takes place 
today.
